The third number of the quarterly magazine, “Profes- 
sional Memoirs, Engineer Bureau, U.S.A., July-Septem- 
her, 1909,” contains technical articles by Lieut. Col. 
Curtis MeD. Townsend, Majors W. W. Harts, J. E. 
Kuhn, Francis R. Shunk, Capts. Lytle Brown, W. G. 
Caples, J. A. Woodruff, P. S. Bond and Lieut. W. H. 
Rose, all of the Corps of Engineers. Also two articles 
by Henry L. Abbot, late C.E., and J. E. Sirrine, G. FE. 
Verrill. Earl Wheeler and Henry E. Haferkorn. In an 
article presenting a “Plan for the Engineering Depart- 
ment in Case of War with a First-class Power,” Major 
Kuhn tells us that the lessons of the Spanish-American 
War have borne some fruit. ‘‘While much still remains 
to be done to overcome the glaring imperfections of our 
military system as revealed on that occasion, much has 
also been accomplished as a result thereof. Among these 
results may be mentioned an increase and a better organi- 
zation of our regular establishment, the creation of a 
general staff, the adoption of a Field Service Regulations, 
the publication in orders of details of arms and equip- 
ment, legislation for the improvement of the militia, and 
providing contingently for its use as a national force in 
time of war, and a more liberal attitude on the part of 
the nation toward recognizing and providing for its mili- 
tary necessities. In the Army itself there is manifested 
an earnestness and sincerity of purpose that augur well 
for the future and justify the hope that the lamentable 
experiences of 1898 will not be repeated. The problem, 
then, is not one of numbers, but of organization, equip- 
ment. and training in the quickest and most effective 
manner, Since 1898 we have made true progress in this 
direction, and this should serve as an encouragement to 
persistent and continued efforts to do everything possible 
toward preparing the nation for war.’’ The importance 
of having as many trained battalions of engineers as our 
mnilitary system will permit is demonstrated by Major 
Kuhn. 





A radical change in the treatment of cases of tubercu- 
losis in the Army is advocated by Major Charles FE. 
Woodruff, Med. Corps, U.S.A., who holds that physicians 
err to-day in recommending light for consumptives. He 
believes that this is flying in the face of nature. In the 
selection of the Army hospital for the treatment of con- 
sumptives at Fort Bayard, N.M., and that for the Navy 
at Las Animas, Colo., the large amount of light obtainable 
there was one of the chief considerations that determined 
the choice of those sites. According to the ‘Gazette of 
Honolulu, H.I., to whose representative he gave an inter- 
view on July 16 on his way to the Philippines, Major 
Woodruff is trying to check this tendency in the treatment 
of consumption. The glare of tropic light he thinks is 
much more injurious to blondes than to brunettes. The 
only part of the earth where the blonde has survived is 
in Northern Europe, where it is foggy and where in con- 
sequence the light is far less intense than in a part of the 
world where the atmosphere is clearer. In the tropic 
zones are only dark-complexioned people, and the same 
is true, he says, in the Arctie regions, where the light 
reflected from the snow has a dazzling intensity. In the 
United States Major Woodruff has found that blondes 
are much more susceptible to tuberculosis than are bru- 
nettes. In cloudy countries blondes have just as good 
chances of recovering as a brunette, but in a climate like 
Southern California the chances are all in favor of bru- 
nettes. So in the great centers of civilization which Colo- 
nel Gorgas, Med. Corps, U.S.A., says are to likely to 
spring up in the tropics when the diseases now common 
there are eradicated through modern medical science, we 
may expect to see only brunettes, and even if Peary shall 
discover the North Pole on his present expedition, and 


out of it shall come a development of that region equal 
to that which may spring from the Isthmian canal, the 
civilization in the Arctic will extend no welcome to the 
blondes, who in time may find themselves restricted to the 
foggy regions of the globe, according:to the theories of 
Major Woodruff. .

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It is hard to agree with Major Woodruff as to the 
influence of fogs upon blonde types, in considering Norway 
and Sweden, the home of the blondes. The vikings of the 
prehistoric times have come down to us as flaxen-haired. 
The dominant type in Scandinavia to-day is the blonde. 
In the mountains of Sweden there are a few dark-haired 
inhabitants, but they are known as descendants of immi- 
grants from the south of Europe. Everywhere the blonde 
is supreme, from the Skager Rack and the Cattegat to the 
Arctic Ocean, but the climate in which this light-skinned 
type persists is not one of fogs, but of clearness and 
brightness. The music, the folklore, the literature, the 
mythology of Scandinavia are all associated with the 
clearness of the sky, the brightness of the stars and the 
brilliancy of the air. Much of Scandinavia is in the 
domain of the midnight sun. In summer one can pick 
up a pin at midnight in Sweden by means of natural 
light. ‘The summer day is long and bright, and in the 
winter the country is almost entirely covered with snow ; 
and if the theory that light reflected from snow is a 
cause of dark-complexions is correct, the dazzling snow of 
Sweden and Norway ought to aid the long summer bright- 
ness in making the natives brunettes. London, as the 
victim of the worst fogs encountered by travelers outside 
the Newfoundland Banks, should, following the Woodruff 
theory, be rich in blondes, but such is not the fact, the 
population of the British capital showing no large pro- 
portion of the light-skinned. 
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The Pioneer Press, of St. Paul, regrets that the Secre- 
tary of War has declined to assign a troop of Cavalry to 
perform evolutions at the Minnesota State Fair. Giving 
the Secretary credit for believing that the Regular Army 
is not in the vaudeville business, our Western contempo- 
rary recalls the success of the recent military tournament 
in Toledo, O., in educating the people in the work of 
the Army and in stirring the patriotism of the public 
by these daily spectacles of the Army in action. Similarly 
it thinks that the presence of Cavalry at the state fair 
could not fail to arouse a martial spirit, where otherwise 
apathy and ignorance would exist. At the fair will be 
hundreds of visitors who never saw a Regular soldier in 
uniform, and who know of the defenders of the country 
only as they read of them in books and newspapers. Hun- 
dreds of communities in the Northwest never even saw 
a uniformed militiaman, and the Pioneer Press thinks 
there is a marked difference between exhibiting soldiers 
for educative purposes and for the mere furnishing of 
amusement. The tumuitous reception recently given to 
the battleship Mississippi during its voyage up the river 
past New Orleans to Natchez by people who had never 
seen a warship may result in bringing hundreds of re- 
cruits to the Navy and developing a patriotism that 
else might never have come from backward sluggishness, 
torpor and ignorance, and similarly beneficent results, 
the Pioneer Press thinks, would flow from a wise use of 
soldiery at agricultural gatherings. It concludes thus: 
“While the Secretary of War may not take kindly to the 
notion of having the soldiers do stunts at fairs, it would 
be a good thing for the Army if troops could be on ex- 
hibition at each fair and every other function at which 
citizens are gathered from widely scattered districts.” 











In our issue of June 19 we gave a review of a book on 
the Panama Canal by Vaughan Cornish, the distin- 
guished English scientist and traveler, in which the good 
and the bad features of the lock canal were impartially 
set forth. Now comes Henry Savage Landor, another 
English traveler, who recently gave a lecture at the Royal 
Institution in London on his visit to the canal. “A good 
deal of criticism has been indulged in, in the United 
States,” said Mr. Landor, “in reference to an earthen 
dam of such magnitude on such foundations, the impli- 
cation being, of course, that dangerous settlements are 
likely to occur, and some capital has been made out of 
five slips or settlements which have taken place in the 
last year or so.” Mr. Landor said, however. that these 
were in all cases of a minor nature, and such as might 
occur at any time in railway work, for instance, without 
exciting comment. He is of opinion that any settlements 
which are to oceur will take place during construction, 
and, without losing sight of the appalling nature of the 
catastrophe that would ensue if the dam broke, he con- 
siders that. when completed, it wiil be a perfectly safe 
structure. Mr. Landor spoke of the sea-level canal. He 
was much impressed by this scheme, but none the less he 
thought the Isthmian Commission were right in deciding 
to construct the lock canal, as it was of the first impor- 
tance to the United States that the work should be com- 
pleted and in operation as early as possible. Mr. Lan- 
dor supports the prophecy of Col. Wm. C. Gorgas, Med. 
Corps, U.S.A.. who sees a high state of civilization in 
Panama’s future. by saying that “with the completion of 
the canal Panama ought to become cne of the richest 
countries in the world.” 





An organization known as the “Citizen Legion” sends 
out a document from Newark, O., entitled “A World 
Power Merchant Marine for the United States.” It as- 
serts that “without the aid of a powerful merchant ma- 
rine, we could not win in a war against a great nation 
possessing a good merchant marine.” In view of the 








many considerations that figure in determining the vic- 
tory of a country in war, it is going too far to lay down 
as a general principle that the absence of this or that 
auxiliary would bring defeat. While a large merchant 
marine would unquestionably be of great assistance in the 
event of war, it is easily conceivable that superiority of a 
nation in sea fighting’ might be so overwhelming as to 
eliminated the necessity of a merchant marine as an auxili- 
ary. Some interesting statements are made in this docu- 
ment, which is issued by Major F. G. Steele, of Newark, 
O. Our ocean tonnage now is 200,000 tons less than it 
was one hundred years ago. In 1861 we carried 65 per 
cent. of our foreign commerce; now we carry less than 
8 per cent. American capitalists have more than $2,000,- 
000,000 invested in foreign subsidized ships under for- 
eign flags. Of the 292 ships that passed through the Suez 
Canal last January, only one carried the American flag. 
We are paying $500,000 a day to foreign ships for carry- 
ing our commerce. Japan has more than 500 vessels con- 
vertible into troop ships at a moment’s notice, and has 
almost driven our traffic from the Pacific Ocean. In 1908 
the United States had only seven steamships crossing the 
Atlantic. ‘The six leading maritime nations pay about 
$28,000,000 subsidies to their merchant marine and we 
pay to ours practically nothing.

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The Boston Transcript is inclined to believe that Con- 
gress has legislated “unwisely in not investing the Super- 
intendent of the Military Academy with summary power 
to inflict heavy punishments, falling short of expulsion. 
According to a judicial decision a cadet can be expelled 
only by the Commander-in-Chief, but if the Superin- 
tendent were given a free hand in disciplinary punish- 
ments we might hear less of hazing at West Point. Dis- 
cipline must be maintained and the academic authorities 
have a right to count on the support of the Commander- 
in-Chief in maintaining it. An undisciplined West Point 
would be the reverse of a military academy. Hazing, 
when it takes the form of humiliation, tyranny or abuse, 
is not only a violation of the standing orders of the Acad- 
emy, but of the Federal statutes, for Congress has passed 
a law designed to stamp out the practice.” Congress has 
imposed upon the Academic authorities the task of com- 
pelling obedience to a law which they are not willing 
themselves to see enforced and which was passed in obedi- 
ence to a public clamor created by false reports concern- 
ing hazing at West Point. It is time they substituted 
for it a law which will place the matter of discipline 
where it belongs: in the hands of those who are in con- 
stant touch with the cadets and understand conditions at 
the Military Academy.

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Col. John H, Foote, commanding the 14th N.G.N.Y,, in 
an order to his command concerning the proper discipline 
and behavior to be maintained by the command during 
the maneuvers to be held in Massachusetts under the di- 
rection of Major General Wood, U.S.A., makes plain the 
necessity of observing orderly conduct at all times. The 
order, which can well be observed by other organizations, 
says: ‘‘All officers are enjoined to impress by all means 
in their power, upon the enlisted men, the great necessity 
for the most absolute respect for persons and property, as 
well as orderly conduct on all occasions and most scrupu- 
lous avoidance of unnecessary intrusion on private prop- 
erty, or its injury. As the regiment will go into a section 
where the people will welcome us most cordially, the great- 
est indignation will arise, if the conduct of all is not of a 
perfectly soldierly manner. The commanding officers in- 
sist not only on good behavior on the part of all officers 
and enlisted men, but also of a record performance in a 
military way. It has been known that in previous ma- 
neuvers, hoodlums, masquerading in the uniforms of their 
country, have entered farmhouses and cross-road stores 
and completely looted the sarme. If any such unfortunate 
occurrences take place at these maneuvers the offender or 
offenders will be punished to the full extent of the law.”

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The Brooklyn Eagle reprints from the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL of July 24 the interesting review of the 
paper by Capt. Bradley A. Fiske, U.S.N.. criticising the 
attempt of a British naval officer to ascribe to the Brit- 
ish navy the great improvement in naval gunnery due to 
the invention of the telescopic sight, with which Captain 
Fiske’s name is so brilliantly associated. Coupling 
that with Rear Admiral Evans’s article in a magazine 
giving to Rear Admiral Bunce credit for the improve- 
ment in our gunnery, the Eagle tries to make it appear 
that there is a “squabble” among our naval officers for 
the honor of raising the standard of our target practice. 
The work that Admiral Bunce did was entirely different 
from that of Captain Fiske, the one concerning itself with 
practice and the other with methods of practice. The 
work done by Admiral Bunce in preparing our naval ves- 
sels for the victory at Santiago has never received the 
recognition it deserves, and we are glad to note what 
Admiral Evans says concerning it, but it in no way de- 
tracts from the credit due to Captain Fiske.

The President has declined an invitation to attend the 
unveiling, on Oct. 7, of the monument to the American 
soldiers who fell in the battle of King’s Mountain, North 
Carolina. The invitation was extended by Mrs. Finley, 
wife of Representative Finley, who, with Representative 
Webb, of North Carolina, introduced her to the President. 
Mrs. Finley is an official of the King’s Mountain Chapter 
of the Daughters of the American Revolution, Yorkville, 
S.C., which will have charge of the ceremonies. Mr. Taft 
said he would be on the Pacific coast at that time, 
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In a debate in the House on the subject of printing the 


report of Visitors to the Naval Academy, Mr. Slayden, 
M.C., from Texas, said: “I believe that if a reward were 
offered, outside of the members of the Board of Visitors, 
for a man who had ever read one of these reports, no very 
great risk would be taken. I would like to say to the 
gentleman that last year, on the recommendation of the 
Committee on Military Affairs, an amendment to the 
statute was adopted abolishing the Board of Visitors to 
the Military Academy, and that it resulted in the saving 
of more than $3,000; and if a similar amendment were 
made to the statute with reference to the government of 
the Naval Academy, I have no doubt it would result in a 
like saving. It is the opinion of an overwhelming ma- 
jority, if not the universal opinion of members of the 
committee, that there is no need of an expenditure of 
three to five thousand dollars a year to permit a set of 
very agreeable and amiable gentlemen to come from San 
Francisco, Texas, New York, and elsewhere to the Naval 
Academy on a junket at public expense and merely to 
write a report. That is exactly what was done and prac- 
tically all that was done under the old procedure at the 
Military Academy, and it has been shown by the operation 
of the amended law that the Academy has not been injuri- 
ously affected by its repeal. I shall not obiect to the 
printing of this report at this time, for it would pain 
these gentlemen not to get into print, but under similar 
cireumstances again I would object. These gentlemen are 
no doubt proud to see their views in print, but I do not 
think that they will accomplish any general good, no 
matter how distinguished they may be, for they will never 
be read by members of Congress, to whom their recom- 
mendations are addressed.” The report was ordered 
printed.

The following is a description of the crest, coat-of-arms 
and motto of the 8th U.S. Infantry adopted by a com- 
mittee appointed by the officers of the regiment for that 
purpose, the intention being to show as much as possible 
of the history of the regiment on the face of the arms: 
Arms—A quartering of six. 1st—Azure, the year 1812 
within a circular constellation of thirteen stars or, for 
the War of 1812. 2d—Argent, an Indian warrior mount- 
ed, and brandishing a lance, passant to sinister or, for 
the Indian Wars. 3d—Argent, the arms of Mexico or, 
for the Mexican War. 4th—Azure, a bust of Lincoln or, 
for the Civil War. 5th—Gules. a castle (from the Arms 
of Spain), or, for the war with Spain. 6th—Argent, a 
palm coupled at the base, between an antique lamp and 
a pair of scales or, for the Philippine Insurrection. Crest 
—The American eagle with outstretched wings holding 
in its claws bolts of lightning; in the background thirteen 
stars in a semicircle. Mottoes—Below the arms, “Sth 
U.S. Infantry” in gold letters on an azure ribbon, 
above the crest. “Loyalty” in gold letters on a white rib- 
bon. General Banks having called attention to the loy- 
alty of the enlisted men of the regiment in General Or- 
ders No. 34, Headquarters Department of the Gulf, Ope- 
lousas, April 25, "863, the word “Loyalty” has been adopt- 
ed as the motto of the regiment.

The govern- 
ment delivers these and even such of the luxuries as the 
soldier can pay for to the uttermost parts of the earth 
free of all carrying charges. In this way some of the dis- 
advantages of life in the Service are removed. The prices 
published in the list are therefore not much more of a 
guide to a fair average retail price than is the cost of 
the paper used to the price of a copy of that excellent 
publication, THE ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL,”

The new Coast Artillery Drill Regulations, U.S.A., are 
rapidly nearing completion. The volume will supersede 
the Provisional Drill Regulations which have been in use 
in the Coast Artillery Corps since February, 1906. It is 
unfortunate that this branch of the Army has no ele- 
mentary manual embodying all the essential features of 
such subjects as gunnery and ballistics, armament, ex- 
plosives and kindred subjects incidental thereto. This 
information is now scattered through numerous books, 
pamphlets, memorandums, circulars, ete., but what is 
needed is a single volume containing the general prin- 
ciples of all subjects pertaining to coast artillery. Par- 
ticularly is such a manual needed by the Militia com- 
prising the Coast Artillery Reserve, whose general know]- 
edge of the Service would be greatly enhanced by a 
work of the kind. The new drill regulations is said to 
cover the subject with much greater breadth and com- 
pleteness than any heretofore issued; its scope, however, 
does not permit of its including all the information which 
is undoubtedly essential to the proper understanding of 
the scientific features of the work at our seacoast fortifi- 
cations,

Rear Admiral Charles D. Sigsbee, U.S.N., retired. as- 
serts that as a factor in future warfare flying machines 
would serve primarily as scouts and, secondarily, in 
about the same capacity above the waves as the subma- 
rines beneath the surface. “The submersibles, which in 
their early days were acclaimed as sounding the knell of 
the big battleships,” the Admiral declared, “have only 
proved themselves valuable as adjuncts to the monster 
floating forts.” In very much the same capacity, Ad- 
miral Sigsbee believes, will aeroplanes and dirigibles be 
used in future. They cannot make the warship an obso- 
lete weapon. Speaking of the fact that the Bleriot mono- 
plane outdistanced the French torpedoboat, he declared 
that this was to be expected, because the torpedoboat 
when it reaches a speed of 30 knots is doing well. He 
also referred to the Wright machine as being able to out- 
distance the torpedoboat. “It seems to me,” said the 
Admiral, “that one would prefer to fly in an airship over 
the sea than over land, It ought to be much safer to fall 


into the sea and be able to be rescued by a torpedoboat 
than to fall on land and have all the bones in your body 
broken. I should prefer the sea.” 





Two of the Regular Coast Artillery companies on duty 
at Portland, Me., at their quarterly target practice held 
on July 29, have made records of 100 per cent.

On and after Aug. 1 next parcels up to eleven pounds 
in weight and of a value not greater than $80 may be 
sent through the mails from this country to Japan at 
the rate of twelve cents for one pound or for any frac- 
tion of a pound, prepaid. “This announcement, made 
by the Post-Office Department,” says the Philadel- 
phia Post Inquirer, “suggests the inquiry how soon 
the public may expect the application of a similarly 
liberal arrangement to domestic traffic. The actual situa- 
tion is absurd, for while the postal department stands 
ready to transport a parcel one pound in weight to 
Yokohama or Tokio for twelve cents, it charges sixteen 
cents for carrying such a parcel across the river to Cam- 
den. Nor is that all. The limit of weight for parcels 
consigned from one place in the United States to another 
is four pounds. Any parcel that weighs an ounce over 
four pounds is unmailable, and if deposited at the post- 
office it will not knowingly be forwarded to its destina- 
tion.”

SCHAFF’S WILDERNESS RECOLLECTIONS. 


“Which brightened our way for a good many rods, and 
which still ripple along the beach of those bygone years—” 

Yes, these are the closing words of my dear old friend 
and comrade’s third section of “The Battle of the Wil- 
derness.” “The Spirit of Old West Point” has charmed 
us—the previous sections of the wilderness delighted us, 
but even if I stand alone in this, there is something 
evoked by Morris Schaff’s tribute to “the enemy” and to 
the man who battled so sturdily for the Southland that 
must find expression at the author’s hand only. 

Here, he says, “I cannot make myself believe that a 


true history of the war can be written, fair to the South 
and fair to the North, that does not try at least to make 
the spiritual forces real. Surely due measure cannot be 
given to the gallantry of the soldiers of the North, who 
won victory for their country at last, if we do not realize 
that they had to overcome in the almost matchless cour- 
age of their adversaries.” 

Yes, Morris, you have struck the keynote of a now ce- 
mented fraternal union where you tell us that Chamber- 
lain of Bowdoin, the soldier, the scholar and the gentle- 
man, brought the 20th Maine to present arms to their 
brave foe. ““With heavy hearts Gordon’s men came march- 
ing along to stack their arms, and say fareweli to their 
dearly loved colors.” ‘Gordon, who was at their head, 
with becoming chivalry, wheeled his horse, and acknowl- 
edged duly the unexpected and touching salute. Yes, the 
guns you see them bearing now were brought to a pre- 
sent, and those old battle-torn colors were dipped. It was 
a magnanimous and knightly deed, a fitting ending for 
the war. * * * [I feel glad and proud that I served with 
e army which had men in it with hearts to do deeds like 
this. 

Perhaps my free quotations from the writings of my 
old comrade do him inadequate justice and impair his ar- 
gument, so let me come to speak more on my own ac- 
count, and this, too, of Morris Schaff. To make good, let 
me further quote from “Old Ten Per Cent.” where he 
speaks of his “careful count of stores”—his “generous al- 
lowances” and “responsibilities” for “vast amounts of 
stuff” that “awasn’t there.” And again, of “balanced books” 
to the “complete satisfaction of everybody,’ and I believe 
with the approval of honor and justice. Schaff, if his 
readers have observed throughout his reminiscences, was 
but an humble looker on—a mere lad wearing the single 
bar in his strap, and here let me present myself his hon- 
ored successor in command of the ordnance depot of the 
Army of the Potomac, a depot which received its mortal 
hurt at the noon hour on Aug. 9, 1863—a day and an 
hour fraught with greater peril to our commanding gen- 
eral than any other during the whole of Grant’s active 
campaigning. 

When I joined the Army of the Potomac to take the 
command of the ordnance depot, as before stated, Schaif 
was my predecessor, and what a generous-hearted and 
kindly disposed young man he was, and old man he is. 
I never think of him without it brings to mind the inci- 
dent of his “little safe,” his Army safe for public funds. 

“Where do you keep vour funds, Morris,’ I inquired. 
Mysteriously he closed the room door, and taking me by 
the hand, led me to the head of his cot. where a dingy 
and rusty old tin candle box rested on the floor against 
the wall. It was a box used for blacking and blacking 
brushes. “There it is,” he said, and a few moments after 
a package containing $2,000 in greenbacks was unrolled 
and turned over to me for safekeeping. 

“Good Lord. man!” I said, you don’t keep public funds 
in that wau, do you?” 

At this he held up a warning finger, and, looking warily 
around to see that the shutters were tightly closed, he 
whispered: ‘No one would ever suspect—it’s the safest 
safe in the Army.” 

This was my first lesson and from one who had come 
through the Battle of the Wilderness without a scratch 
or loss of a single dollar, and the second lesson was also 
at the hands of our champion author—this facile princeps 
of Army writers. 

On taking an inventory of the wreckage and remains 
of the ordnance stores everything was entered on our pa- 
pers; that is, everything in sight, but nothing whatever 
under the surface. (These facts are all sub rosa and not 
intended for the Auditor or Comptroller.) 

Now here is where the heart of the man comes in— 
take notice, all of ve that live for self and self only. 

“Old fellow,” Schaff said, “you are not going to have 
an explosion to ‘swipe out’ deficiencies, such as I have 
had, so T will discount our inventory ten per cent. on the 
invoices”: and from that day to this I always greet my 
old friend as “Old Ten Per Cent.” The discount is off 
on his writings. is it not? The spirit of “old Schaff” will 
live as long as the spirits of the old and of the new West 
Point, and what “a find’ it has been for our alma ma- 
ter’s sons, this none too early awakening of “Old Ten Per 


Cent.”

GROVER CLEVELAND PORTRAYED. 

In his reminiscences of Grover Cleveland in the Cen- 
tury for August, Richard Watson Gilder says: “I never 
saw Mr. Cleveland more elated than after he had thrown 
the Presidency out of the window by his anti-free-silver 
letter—in February, 1891. The situation was typical of 
his career. The question had arisen as to what reply he 
should make to the invitation of the Reform Club to at- 
tend a banquet at which the free coinage of silver was to 
be attacked. Some of his advisers thought he should 
keep silent on this subject, so that the chances of his 
renomination might not be injured. But he characteris- 
tically used the occasion to reaffirm his opposition to what 
he regarded as a financial heresy, and in unmistakable 
terms he denounced ‘the dangerous and reckless experi- 
ment of free, unlimited and independent silver coinage.’ 
At once the cry went up from the machine men of the 
party all over the country that this was the end of Cleve- 
land. Mr. Wilson (afterward Postmaster General) told 
me that when he and a friend sauntered out of the House 
of Representatives together. they soon found that they 
were the only members of that body who did not believe 
that Mr. Cleveland was a ‘back number.’ In fact, among 
those regarded as Democratic leaders, the opinion seemed 
te be well-nigh unanimous that he would never again be 
the standard-bearer of his party. : 

“As for Mr. Cleveland himself, he was not only undis- 
mayed, but joyful. His intense delight in the incident 
seemed to spring from two sources; first, his pleasure in 
having availed himself of the opportunity of telling the 
truth and circulating the right doctrine, and, second, his 
satisfaction at having been able to show that he was not 
‘waiting around’ for a third nomination. In other words, 
he felt that he had demonstrated that he cared more for 
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principle than for the Presidency. Every once in a while 
Cleveland ‘threw away the Presidency,’ and I never saw 
him so happy as when he had done it; as, for instance, 
after the tariff message, and now again after the silver 
letter. But back of his action in thus alarming some of 
his anxious political -advisers was, evidently. a prophetic 
sense of the ultimate fortunate effect of a brave word of 
conviction on a burning question. He cared nothing for 
the conventional opinions of professional politicians: he 
was looking for the decisions of a wider audience; and 
he was not disappointed.” 


A SAD CASE AND A SOUND MORAL. 


Surgeon Guthrie, of the Navy, tells the sad story of the 
death of his son in the letter which follows. The moral 
he draws from it should impress itself upon the authorities 
having the control of the sale of explosives to minors: 
“To the Editor of the Herald: 


“T am a naval officer, and have a good record covering 
twenty years’ service in foreign and home stations. I was 
abroad during the Spanish-American War and spent three 
upare on the Philippine station during the insurrection 
there. 

“TI have just received the greatest sorrow of my life, 
the sudden death from lockjaw of my only son. I wish 
to say a few words regarding it, so that you may be the 
means of aiding in the prevention of a similar accident. 

“My son was a boy of nine years of age. He purchased 
a blank cartridge pistol without my knowledge from a 
dealer in Plainfield, N.J. He shot himself in the left 
hand, lodging the wadding beneath the deep tissues. The 
physician who first saw him did not discover these wads. 
This occurred July 5, 1909. Six days afterward he de- 
veloped tetanus, was immediately taken to Roosevelt Hos- 
pital, in New York city, where the wound was opened up, 
a thorough search made and the wads were removed. He 
was there under the very best medical talent and received 
the antitoxin injections. Thirty-six hours after his admis- 
sion to the hospital, notwithstanding, he died. 

“There are two major points which I wish to impress 
upon the minds of the public. First: Every practicing 
physician should consider the possibility of tetanus in 
Fourth. of July accidents, especially those caused by the 
so-called toy pistol. * * * Second: BEvery dealer should 
be prohibited by law from selling to minors blank car- 
tridge firearms, which in my opinion are quite as deadly 
as the most violent poisons found on the shelves of the 
druggists. * * *

Commenting on Surgeon Guthrie’s letter, E. Fellows 
Jenkins, secretary and superintendent of the New York 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children, in a 
letter to the Herald, says: “Dr. Guthrie calls attention 
to the need for regulating the sale of firearms to minors 
and thus sounds a worthy alarm. In New York state 
the law was passed as long ago as 1884 at the instance 
of the New York Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Children, and is here quoted: 

“‘Selling Firearms to Child—A person who manufac- 
tures, or causes to be manufactured, or sells or keeps for 
sale, or offers, or gives, or disposes of any instrument or 
weapon * * * commonly known as a toy pistol, or in or 
upon which any loaded or blank cartridges are used, or 
may be used, or any loaded or blank cartridges or ammu- 
nition therefor, to any person under the age of sixteen 
years is guilty of a misdemeanor.’—Penal Code, Section 
ao). 

“The sad case of Dr. Guthrie’s boy may well be used as 
the basis of securing legislation in such states as have 
‘no such laws.”

NAVAL BOILERS. 


An engineering paper, Power and the Engineer, prints 
a recent interview by the editor of Power with a naval 
officer familiar with the boiler situation, in which the 
officer thus describes the character of the boilers used in 
our Navy: 

“Our battleships and armored cruisers rarely use any- 
thing but a straight-tube boiler, and as a result of ex- 
perience we have practically adopted the Babcock and 
Wilcox as our standard for high-powered ships. This 
was not done until the Niclausse had been given a thor- 
ough trial in a number of ships, a trial attended with 
much expense, I assure you. The only other straight-tube 
marine boilérs that have received recognition by any 
naval power are the Belleville and the Yarrow. The 
former we were fortunate enough to steer clear of, 
thanks to Admiral Melville’s firmness in resisting the 
importunities of the Belleville people at a time when 
Great Britain and other countries were using it almost 
to the exclusion of other types. The Yarrow boiler has 
been used in some of our small vessels, but not in any of 
the large ones. The fact that Great Britain has, after 
exhaustive tests, decided upon the Babcock and Wilcox 
and the Yarrow as the only types for battleships, and this 
some years after we had adopted the former, would indi- 
cate, if our experience did not confirm it, that the judg- 
ment of Admiral Melville and his successors was sound. 
If anything further is needed, the experience of the Bat- 
tleship Fleet is the best reply that can be made to the 
criticism of people who can build a cheaper boiler. I am 
credibly informed that the repairs to boilers were insig- 
nificant upon the return of the fleet. 

“It is extremely unfortunate that we have not a com- 
peting boiler, for everybody recognizes that criticism of 
an unpleasant character is invited by sticking to one type, 
but we do not want to adopt a poorer boiler just for the 
sake of silencing criticism and at the expense of getting 
a less efficient ship. We have had no boiler failures, and 
do not want any. 

“As to the charge of the Heine Boiler Company, I feel 
sure that it required no pressure from anybody to have 
the clause inserted in the specifications forbidding stayed 
surfaces. Engineers who have had experience with them 
know that they are a happy riddance; and if the vice- 
president of the Heine company knows of any battleship 
in any navy, built during the last fifteen years. that has 
water-tube boilers with stayed surfaces, he is in posses- 
sion of information which the average engineer has failed 
to note. About twenty years ago, France built one or 
two ships with Lagrafel-D’Allert boilers, which resemble 
the Heine, but the experiment was enough—it has not 
been repeated. 

“The navy has been using Mosher boilers in torpedo- 
hoats for many years, and also put them in the monitor 
Tallahassee (ex Florida). Within the last year or two 
they were put in the Nashville as a substitute for Yarrow 
boilers, and also in two destroyers built by Cramp. This 
doesn’t look as if the Navy Department is opposed to the 
Mosher boiler—in its proper place; but it does not think 





that place is in a first-class battleship. I am told that 
the Cramps were so pleased with their Mosher experience 
that when it came to boilers for two more destroyers they 
gave the contract elsewhere, although at a higher price. 

“We use water-tube boilers of the following types in 
vessels of different classes: Almy, Normand, Yarrow, 
Thornycroft, Mosher (two types), Seabury, Fore River, 
Niclausse and Babcock and Wilcox. We wouldn’t think 
of using some of these in a battleship; neither would 
we be foolish enough to use a Babcock and Wilcox in a 
destroyer.” 





SAVINGS BY ENLISTED MBN IN THE NAVY. 


For two reasons the public is apt to believe that sailors 
are a thriftless class. First, tradition is against sailors; 
and, second, when before the public, they are usually 
seeking amusement. 

That thrift is characteristic of a large percentage of 
the enlisted men of the Navy is well known to those who 
are in a position to judge. Investigation has shown that 
as a class they compare favorably in this respect with 
men outside the Service. The Government has made 
special provisions to encourage men in the Navy to save. 
While the public is aware that many large corporations 
have provided means to so aid their employees, few people 
know of the steps taken by Uncle Sam in the same direc- 
tion. 

It has been ascertained that from ten to twenty per 
cent. of the employees of various corporations take ad- 
vantmge of savings systems established for their use. 
Twenty-seven per cent. of the enlisted men of the Navy 
save part of their earnings. This high average is due to 
the allotment system which the Navy Department has 
maintained since the early days of the Navy and the more 
recently established deposit account kept by pay officers 
of ships. 

Through the medium of allotment divisions in the 
Navy Pay Office at New York, Boston, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, Washington, Norfolk and San Francisco, en- 
listed men are depositing money in the best savings in- 
stitutions in the country. A certain geographical division 
of the United States and territories is assigned to each 
of these offices, and the pay officers of ships are instructed 
to make allotments payable accordingly, 

As the system was established for those who could not 
readily communicate with their families and savings insti- 
tutions, only men serving afloat are permitted to leave 
allotments. For this reason but thirty-five thousand of 
the forty-five thousand men in the Navy have the privi- 
lege. The average pay of an enlisted man is about thirty 
dollars a month. Accordingly the men afloat are re- 
ceiving more than twelve million dollars annually. 

The Navy Department presumes that the ten thou- 
sand serving ashore can provide for themselves. How- 
ever, they are allowed to purchase Navy drafts and may 
make use of the deposit account mentioned later. 

There are fourteen thousand men who leave allotments. 
The average amount aljlotted each month is twenty dol- 
lars. Consequently $3,500,000, in round numbers, is be- 
ing allotted every year. Seven thousand seven hundred 
inen are saving and six thousand three hundred are help- 
ing to support their families. Almost $2,000,000 is as- 
signed for the former and $1,500,000 for the latter pur- 
pose. In short, two out of every five men allot two- 
thirds of their wages. One in every five saves in this 
way, or, to be exact, twenty-two per cent. The Bowery 
Savings Bank and the Naval Branch of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association have been very popular depositories 
among the men. 

At least once a month word is passed aboard ships that 
the men may name allottees to whom they wish to assign 
a portion of their wages. The necessary data is then for- 
warded to the proper pay office, where it is entered upon 
specially devised ecards, and payments to the allottees are 
made from them promptly by check on assistant treas- 
urers of the United States at the end of each month. If 
sailors were compelled to send money orders, weeks would 
frequently elapse before their receipt. Information re- 
garding the status of their allotments is furnished the al- 
lottees when necessary. 

Allotment divisions of the Navy pay offices are sup- 
plied with the most modern mechanical devices to facili- 
tate the work. No receipts for payments are required. 
Paid checks are used as vouchers. This materially re- 
duces the work of accounting. 

The Navy Department has assigned twelve clerks to 
allotment work. At New York a pay officer gives his 
whole time to the supervision of the work, while at the 
other pay offices the purchasing pay officers have charge 
of allotments in addition to their other duties. 

About five per cent. of the men have deposits aboard 
ship with their pay officers. Four per cent. interest is 
gratuitously paid by the government on these accounts to 
further encourage saving. 

There is no means of ascertaining how much the men 
save in other ways, but it is reasonable to suppose that 
this amount is relatively as large as that thus accumu- 
lated by employees of corporations throughout the coun- 
try. As an example, and there are many similar in- 
stances, while serving as pay officer of a ship, the writer 
exchanged Navy checks for twelve hundred dollars in cash 
with a man who had been honorably discharged after a 
four-year enlistment. Most of this amount he had saved 
in a private way. His intention was to invest it in lands 
in the West. 

Life aboard ship is rather secluded, and if sailors some- 
times set a lively pace when on leave, they are ashore so 
seldom that any comparison of their acts of omission or 
commission with those of the ordinary citizen would be 
unfair to sailors. 

When ashore their time is limited. Consequently they 
spend more money in less time than ordinary citizens 
would for the same purposes; but that sailors are spend- 
thrifts or “easy marks” does not follow. 

The public has its places of amusement always ‘at 
hand. If sailors sometimes overstep the mark while seek- 
ing recreation, it is not from a desire to throw away 
money, but because of their lack of opportunity for di- 
version, and the great freedom they feel away from disci- 
pline and routine life. As they have certain punishment 
to face for every excess, and are rarely ashore, it is 
reasonable to suppose that the money they waste is rela- 
tively less than that squandered by workmen in the same 
station of life, because the latter are not under similar 
restraint, 

The high standard of enlistment required by the De- 
partment to-day, because of the skill necessary to man a 
modern warship, has brought into the Navy a class of 
men who appreciate the means at their disposal for sav- 
ing. The old impression must yield to the foregoing evi- 
dence of thrift.

ANOTHER TEST FOR SCOUT CRUISERS. 


The Scientific American urges that there should be an- 
other competitive test by the scout cruisers. The last one 
was clearly unfair to the Salem because of circumstances 
over which her builders had no control. Admiral Bowles, 
who is at the head of the Fore River Shipbuilding 
Company, is entitled to every possible consideration be- 
cause of the good fight he has made against adverse con- 
ditions to promote the business of shipbuilding in this 
country, the national importance of which is obvious. 
The government should do what it properly can to pro- 
mote the interests of manufacturing concerns who work 
and whose plants are auxiliary to the work of public de- 
fense. On the subject of the scout trials our contem- 
porary says: 

“Shortly after the conclusion of the trials, the Chester 
and the Birmingham sailed for Liberia, on the coast of 
Africa; and, after repairs had been made on the Salem, 
she was despatched to join the other two ships. On the 
return trip the three scouts, starting from Madeira, 
steamed side by side for five consecutive days across the 
Atlantic. All three were careful to maintain the same 
speed, and everything was done to render this a fair, five- 
day trial of the engines. There was no attempt made 
to run at high speed, and the average rate per hour for 
the five days was 13.8 knots. The test has furnished the 
latest bewildering coal consumption figures of the many 
which have been obtained with these vessels; for the re- 
sults of the first sea trials have now been completely re- 
versed, the Salem having burned an average of ninety- 
five tons per day, the- Birmingham one hundred and ten 
tons and the Chester one hundred and thirty tons per day. 
The explanation of the reversal of form on the Birming- 
ham and Chester given by the officers of these ships is, 
that while they were anchored off the coast of Liberia 
the bottoms of the ships became, as they always will do 
in tropical waters, very foul. On the other hand, it was 
explained by the officers of the Salem that while they 
were lying in the mud at the Quincy yard for repairs, 
they were at a similar disadvantage. 

“Now, in the face of the above figures, it seems that 
something must have gone wrong with the Chester’s tur- 
bines, a fact which will no doubt be determined as soon 
as she can get to a‘repair yard; but the moral of these 
very bewildering results is that, in view of the enormous 
importance of the turbine question, the Navy Depart- 
ment should undertake a fresh series of trials of these 
three ships, in which every care should be taken to ren- 
der the conditions identical. Moreover, the trials should 
be of such a length, and be carried on under such varying 
conditions, as to settle beyond all question of doubt which 
is the best type of drive to install in the future warships 
of the United States Navy. 

“We do not hesitate to affirm that this is to-day the 
most important question affecting the physical charcter- 
istics of the ships of our Navy. Of the reliability of the 
turbine, whether it be the Parsons or Curtis type, there 
is no doubt whatever; and it is because of its reliability 
when driven for long periods of time at full power that it 
is vastly superior to the reciprocating engine for naval 
purposes. The question between the two types of tur- 
bine, however, is one of coal consumption, and the ques- 
tion of coal consumption is intimately related to the 
question of radius of action, or total steaming distance, 
one of the most important elements in a warship. When 
two similar cruisers cross the Atlantic with a difference 
in coal consumption of over 35 per cent., it is clear that 
the demand for further examination into the range of effi- 
ciency of their turbines is well made.” 


AGE OF ARMY OFFICERS. 

In his article, “Selection Versus Seniority,” in the 
Journal of the United States Infantry Association, Ma- 
jor Robert H. Noble, 1st Inf., says: “A rough calcula- 
tion of ages from the Army Register for 1907 shows that 
the average ages of officers of Infantry on reaching the 
grades of colonel, lieutenant colonel and major were 
about 55, 52 and 47, respectively. Some of these officers 


have been fortunate in their promotion owing to entrance 
when very young, to the hard service of the Infantry in 
the tropics in the past ten years, and the retirement of so 
many Civil War veterans. In the future these ages will 
be much greater. No computation has been made for the 
other arms. But in the Infantry, at least, the prospect 
for future promotion for majors is bad enough unless con- 
ditions greatly change: for the lower grades it is worse. 
‘Too old for their grades’ will be the universal cry in a 
few years. Surely the interests of the Service are more 
bound up in the promotion at suitable ages of the ninety 
per cent. of the officers of the Army who are in the com- 
pany grades as in ultra so-called consideration for the 
field grades. And reflection will show that true con- 
sideration, not oniy for the government, but for the field 
officers themselves, demands something different from what 
we have now. The average graduate of the Military 
Academy after thirty years’ service is about fifty years 
of age; the average appointee from the ranks and civil 
life after thirty years’ service is older, and these ages 
will be much greater if the present maximum age limit 
for them is not reduced as it should be. Except in the 
cases of those on whom Dame Fortune smiled in the old 
system of regimental promotion, enabling them to gain 
files over their fellows of equal service, the average officer 
of the line with thirty years’ service to his credit will be 
a major; this is the case now, but in a few years if pres- 
ent indications hold the majority will be only captains 
after such long service.”

SUGGESTIONS FROM EXPERIENCE. 
To THE Eprror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

I have been a first sergeant off and on for the past 
fifteen years, and during my service both in field and gar- 
rison have found the present equipment now carried by 
the first sergeant of Infantry very cumbersome in many 
ways, Viz.: 

1, At all formations of the company. 2. On the firing 
line, where the first sergeant is busy looking after details, 
assisting in controlling the fire, steadying the men, com- 
manding a platoon, etc., in performance of which he is 
hampered by his rifle. He would never get an oppor- 
tunity to use his rifle, except in a hand-to-hand fight, and 
then his pistol and saber would serve him best. ; 

Let him be issued a rifle for target practice and be en- 
titled to qualification in marksmanship as he is now, but 
get the rifle out of his way at other times. . 

The first sergeant of the Marine Corps is armed with 
saber and pistol, and first sergeants of nearly all foreign 
armies are similarly armed; why not ours? I should like 
to hear the views of a few others on this subject. 

With reference to company clerk: The armies of most 
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foreign countries have made provision for the class of 
men performing the clerical work in organizations, giving 
them special rank or grade; why not create a grade of 
company clerk in our Army? , 
This would be an inducement for young men possessing 
clerical abilities to enter the Service, and for those already 
in it to remain. All Army men will acknowledge that 
this class of work efficiently performed is deserving of 
something more substantial than the empty word “Special 
Duty.” Let us hear what suggestions others have to 
make in this matter.

DEBARKATION OF TROOPS. 
Brunswick, Ga., July 28, 1909.

10,000 men were landed in four hours,” and that for 
rapidity and success the landing stood and still stands 
unrivaled. While not desiring, in the least, to detract 
from the glory to the United States in this most suc- 
cessful debarkation, I think that the landing of the 
French army in the Crimea at least rivals our affair 
in Mexico. Quoting from W. H. Russell’s book, *The 
War,” he says the French admiral fired a gun at 8 a.m., 
and that in twenty-two minutes 6,000 men were ashore, 
and in an hour after their first detachment had landed 
nearly 9,000 men were ashore and their advanced posts 
were between three and four miles from the beach; and 
by 2 p.m. their entire force of 23,601 men were said to 
have been on Russian soil.

“When the old man looked over the barrel he found 
himself unable to see a sign of the target. Now he knew 
his sight had failed, but he did not know anyone else had 
found it ont nor did he desire that the fact should he 
known. So he strained his eyes and stared and stared, 
but not a glimpse of the target was vouchsafed him. Mak- 
ing an excuse he went close to the tree and marked the 
place where the target stood, then to the rear again, 
where once more he found it vanished. In desperation 
now but with an air of great determination he fired, miss- 
ing the whole mark, as a matter of course. The old negro 
once more went forward to look, and to the anxious ques- 
tion of the firer. replied, with an appearance of great cer- 
tainty and eandor. *Wall, Captain Lewis, yuh done hit 
right smack in Marse Bob's mark only dess a little speck 
closer tow the centah. At this the ladies cried out in 
glad acclaim and the happy old marksman was hailed as 
victor. 

“Marse Bob congratulated the winner warmly, but 
making an excuse to see the mark he said to Rasmus in 
an aside, ‘Here, you black rascal, you know the old man 
never hit that mark. What do you mean by lying about 
it!’ Rasmus rolled his eyes in genuine apprehension as 
he answered with equal caution. ‘Foh de lawd. Marse 
Bob, yuh don’t want tow rob a pooh ole niggah of a 
drink, does yuh!’ 

“The inference lay, then, that the Secretary's center 
bull was an artificial one, but that was only a joke.

The chaplain of the Louisiana National Guard. Father 
Girand, is militant when occasion requires.

thicket. 
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The summer camp of instruction for medical officers 
of the National Guard at Antietam graduated its first 
class Thursday, July 29, and at once started the second 
class on its work. This week one of the special features 
of the work was begun by the detail of officers of the line 
and staff of the Army to visit the camp and observe the 
work that is being done and report on it to the General 


Staff for future amendment and development. It is the 
aim to have officers of the General Staff, the Quarter- 
master’s Department, the Subsistence Department and the 
Signal Corps visit the camp from time to time. This 
week Capt. Fox Conner, Ist F.A., Gen. Staff, has been at 
Antietam for purposes of observation. On Aug. 6 the 
class applied itself to a very interesting problem demon- 
strating the proportions and requirements for the medical 
aid for a diversion in battle. The present class is the 
largest at any of the summer medical Army schools and 
embraces officers of the National Guard from Pennsyl- 
vania, Maryland, Virginia and West Virginia. The pa- 
pers resulting from the examination July 12 of the nu- 
merous candidates for appointment to the Medical Corps 
of the Army are all in except those from the Philippines, 
and the board is making as rapid work as possible in 
reading them. 'There were one hundred and forty candi- 
dates who took both the physical and the mental exami- 
nations in the United States. The standing will be an- 
nounced as soon as the entire list is read and marked, 
without waiting for the papers to come from the Philip- 
pines. 





Shifting quicksands which underly the site of Drydock 
No. 4, in the navy yard, New York, in course of construc- 
tion, have again wrought havoc with the structure, the 
wreck this time being at the southwestern corner of the 
excavation. A settling of the earth was noticed late July 
31, but little attention was paid to it. On Aug. 1 it had 
increased to such an extent that one of the civil engineer- 
ing staff of the yard remained on duty all day and well 
into the evening. On Aug. 2 the result of the slip was 
manifest in a mass of wreckage where there had been a 
heavy platform and braces of 12-inch timbers, inside a 
row of iron sheath piling which had been twisted out of 
shape, torn apart and thrown away inside the line of the 
dock excavation. Contractors have been bothered with 
the quicksand for a long time, and it seems that not only 
will the work be still further delayed, but that the con- 
tractors will have a good bill to pay for outside repairs, 
for which the excavation is responsible. The contractors 
emphatically deny the report that they intend abandoning 
the work. On one of Secretary Meyer’s recent visits to 
Brooklyn he expressed the desire that every means be 
taken to have the dock constructed with the least possible 
delay, and, acting on these instructions, Civil. Engineer 
Hollyday will determine after a visit te New York what 
shall be done in the matter of the difficulties encountered 
by the contractors. 





In an ocean race of the Atlantic torpedo flotilla from 
Vineyard Sound Lightship to Newport, R.I., the tor- 
pedoboat destroyer Worden, flagship of the fleet, aver- 
aged fully twenty-six knots an hour and gained a de- 
cisive victory. All the ten boats which went into the 
competition, save the Dupont, passed a pretty hard 
endurance test, for not only were they driven at top 
speed, but the sea was rough and the weather condi- 
tions generally very much against them. The flotilla 
started from Provincetown ahead of the big fleet on 
Aug. 4 and spent the night in maneuvering and in an 
attack upon the big ships, for which they lay in waiting. 
The flotilla and the fleet parted company in a rainstorm 
soon after ten o’clock, and each vessel hove to to prepare 
for the race. This was started as soon as it became 
daylight, the signal being given by Lieut. Comdr. Fred- 
erick M. Freeman, commanding the flotilla, at five min- 
utes of five o’clock, a.m., Aug. 5. The boats kept very 
close together for a long while, and then one, which 
was found to be the Dupont, rapidly went to the rear, 
she having suffered a slight accident to her engine. 
The other boats went on in a hard race, which con- 
tinued so close that there was only a difference of about 
five minutes between the first and last boat when it was 
over. The Worden, the flagboat, carried off the palm, 
passing the finish line at 5:48. The Tingey was second 
and the Biddle, Macdonough and the Thornton, between 
which there had not been a foot of difference all the 
way, finished practically a tie. 


Clarence W. DeKnight, an attorney of Washington, 
well known to many in the Services, on behalf of the 
Crocker estate, of San Francisco, Cal., has sold to a 
syndicate organized by Congressman Joseph Howell, of 
Utah, the Promontory and Curlew ranches, in Box Elder 
county, Utah, reaching along the line of the old Southern 
Pacific route, about twenty miles in length and extending 
twenty miles on each side, together with other lands 
which the estate had purchased from the state of Utah 
and private holders and aggregating about 369,000 acres. 
The price paid is said to be about $750,000. This land 
was originally the property of George Crocker. one of the 
partners of the late Collis P. Huntington, builder of the 
Southern Pacific Railway. It is proposed to subdivide 
the property into lots suitable for homes and dispose of 
the same to actual settlers.

The Hawaiian Gazette, of July 16, gives an account 
of the first test on July 15 of the twelve-inch guns of the 
Diamond: Head mortar battery, when all the ordnance 
were discharged in the direction of Waialae. Half and 
three-quarter charges were used, the angles of elevation 
being sixty and forty-five degrees. The test was made 
under the direction of Capt. W. P. Platt. Ord. Dept., 
U.S.A. Each of the eight guns of the mortar battery 
was fired. Four of them were fired singly. the other four 
simultaneously. In the latter case the four shots were 
seen to strike the water almost at one time, about one 
minute after the discharge, and at approximately the 
same distance, a huge volume of water being thrown up 
by the bursting shells. Major Winslow is quoted as ex- 
pressing complete satisfaction with the results of the 
firing.

An important principle applicable to the accounts of 
Army quartermasters, although involving in the case 
in point no more than nineteen cents, has been passed 
on by the Judge Advocate General this week. In 
making out a voucher for the rent of the recruiting 
office at Manchester, N.H., Major J. W. Heard, the re- 
cruiting officer, computed the amount of rent for a 


period of ten days in last March as he would the pay of 
an enlisted man, thereby making an overpayment of 
nineteen cents, the difference between ten-thirtieths of 
$18 and ten-thirty-firsts of that amount. Major Thom- 
as Cruse, quartermaster, in passing the account, did not 
observe the differences and a stoppage to the amount in 
question followed. It is held that the payment of rent 
should be made according to the local statutes in that 
respect, and in New Hampshire a month in business 
matters is a calendar month no matter what its length 
in days may be.

Col. Hugh L. Scott, Superintendent of the Military 
Academy, was called to Washington this week for a con- 
ference with the members of the General Staff. having in 
charge the forthcoming order in regard to the uniforms 
and insignia of the various branches of the Army. The 
particular matter of busineess coming directly within 
Colonel Scott’s purview was the arrangement of the in- 
signia for the Academy detachment, embracing over five 
hundred officers and men from the various arms of the 
Service. With the exception of this particular insignia, 
the uniform order is completed. As a result of the con- 
ference an agreement was had in regard to the different 
emblems and designations of corps and rank, and as soon 
as the Secretary of War returns to his desk and ap- 
proves that part of the order relating to the Academy de- 
tachment the order will be printed and promulgated.

The Director of Health, Philippine Islands, who is 
an insular officer, recently objected to becoming a party 
to a formal contract for the care of insane patients 
from the Army that might be sent to San Lazaro Hos- 
pital for the Insane, on the ground that as the island 
government and the Army were both under the War 
Department, there was no necessity for the same form 
of contract that was entered into between the govern- 
ment and private institutions for the care of the insane. 
The Judge Advocate General, reviewing the matter, af- 
firms the position taken by the Director of Health. The 
Philippine authorities make no objection to taking care 
of the insane from the Army, and an informal arrange- 
ment will be made to govern the matter.

The discrepancy between the Army Appropriation Act 
of 1908 and that of 1909, in regard to the provision for 
the payment of the six months’ additional pay to desig- 
nated beneficiaries of officers and men is adjusted in 
the Senate amendment to the Urgent Deficiency bill, 
reading: “The appropriation ‘for six months’ additional 
pay to persons designated to receive the same by officers 
and enlisted men on active service who have died from 
wounds or disease contracted in line of duty,’ contained 
in the Act of March 3, 1909, is made available for pay- 
ment to beneficiaries of officers and enlisted men on the 
active list who die from wounds or disease not the re- 
sult of their own misconduct.”

The torpedoboat destroyer Paul Jones, under command 
of Lieut. M. S. Davis, by being carried out of her course 
by the tidal currents in Peril Straits, thirty-five miles 
north of Sitka, early Aug. 4, ran on the rocks and was 
injured, but not sufficiently to disable her. The destroyer 
was going three-quarters speed when she struck the rocks, 
and ran high out of the water and nearly turned turtle.

The pumps were kept going 
constantly to keep her afloat, and by the use of collision 
mats she was able to make Skagway several hours behind 
her consort. After making temporary repairs the Paul 
Jones left Seattle on the night of Aug. 5 with the other 
boats of the flotilla for Juneau.

RECENT DEATHS. 

In orders, under date of July 27, Col. Albert Todd, 
Coast Art., U.S.A., commanding the Eastern Artillery Dis- 
trict of New York, announces the death of 2d Lieut. Geo.

They doff their caps again and again as 
they swing past her, and she responds to their greeting 
with a bright smile and a dignified little wave of her hand, 
for she knows that her success depends on her avoidance 
of flirting and strict attention to business. The goodies 
which Mamie Sullivan sells to her sailor friends are al- 
most numberless in variety. Ice cream and fruit have 
the biggest sale, but there is also a big demand for pies, 
doughnuts, cookies, turnovers, tarts, jelly rolls and candy. 
She doesn’t go aboard ship at all, but attends to the ex- 
ecutive duties on land, selling to those sailors who come 
ashore, and sending her brother to look after sales aboard 
the fleet. It is a poor week in summer that she does not 
make at least $100, and often the week’s profits are twice 
that. But the profits need to be large to counterbalance 
the immense danger of loss. The goods are perishable, 
and a fleet may suddenly be ordered to other waters be- 
fore the stock can be disposed of. Beside, some of the 
sailors get sweets on ‘tick’ and then forget to settle on 
pay day. Although her business brings her into a rough 
sort of environment, Mamie is never subjected to any 
insult or indignity, for the sailors have a feeling that she 
is under their protection, and it would fare hard with 
any drunken sailor or dock habitué who tried to take any 
liberties with her.”

In an enthusiastic mass meeting citizens of El] Paso, 
Tex., and officials of the city and county decided on Aug. 1 
to send Mayor U. S. Sweeney to Mexico City to consult 
as to the wishes of President Diaz with regard to his 
meeting with President Taft in El] Paso on Oct. 18. A 
messenger, it was decided, should be sent to Washington 
to ask Mr. Taft’s pleasure relative to arrangements for 
the meeting, and Edward O’Reilly, a cowboy courier, 
started from San Antonio, Tex., July 31, on a ride of 
2,200 miles to Washington, D.C., bearing an invitation, 
signed by citizens of Texas, asking President Taft to visit 
that state. O’Reilly is riding the horse Aransas, a 
product of the Taft farm at Falfurrias, and expects to 
average thirty-five miles a day, the journey to the White 
House to consume two months. In addition to the invi- 
tation O’Reilly bears, President Taft will be formally 
asked to visit Texas and San Antonio by Representative 
Slayden.

DIVISION OF MILITIA AFFAIRS, 


Lieut. Cor. E. M. WeAveERr, U.S.A., Carer or Division. 

The following rulings of the War Department were an- 
nounced by the Division of Militia Affairs on Aug. 2: 

A retired officer of the Organized Militia of a state or 
territory is not eligible as a member of a state or terri- 
torial team participating in the National Matches unless 
he had been placed on active duty at least twelve months 
prior to the matches, and had, during that time, per- 


formed seventy-five per cent. of the military duty re- 
— in Paragraph 17, G.O. 69, War Dept., April 12, 


In view of the provisions contained in Paragraph 3. 
G.O. 129, War Dept., series of 1908, campaign badges 
cannot be awarded to members of the Organized Militia 
for services rendered in a campaign as a contract surgeon. 

After Dec. 31, 1909, the use of Form No. 22, Return 
of Field Medical Property, will be discontinued, and 
Form 17, 17-A, 17-B, and 17-C, Medical Department, will 
be substituted therefor. Requisitions for a supply of 
these blanks should be made by the states and territories 
some time before the first of January, 1910. 

The shoeing of horses used by the Organized Militia 
of a state or territory during its encampment is a legiti- 
mate charge against the allotment of the state or terri- 
tory for “Arms, Equipments and Camp Purposes,” it be- 
ing an item of expense incidental to the holding of the 
encampment. 

The expense of subsistence of the members of the Or- 
ganized Militia of a state or territory participating in a 
final competition for the selection of a team to represent 
it in the National Matches should be borne from funds al- 
lotted under Section 1661, Revised Statutes, as amended, 
for “Arms, Equipments and Camp Purposes.” 

No special authority is required by disbursing officers 
for the payment of transportation, subsistence and per 
diem to members of state or territorial teams participat- 
ing in the National Matches, provided the items are in- 
cluded in the estimate submitted by the Governor of the 
state or territory in making requisition for funds. Ex- 
penditures of this kind may be made by disbursing offi- 
cers direct upon vouchers, in the usual manner. It is to 
be understood that the subsistence of officers cannot be 
paid from funds allotted under Section 1661, Revised 
Statutes, as amended. 

It is not necessary to enter state or territorial teams 
through the War Department. The usual certificate of 
eligibility should be prorerly filled out and presented by 
the captain of the team to the executive officer of the 
match, at Camp Perry, Ohio.

THE SUT'TON COURT RESUMES. 


The Sutton court of inquiry resumed its sessions at 
Annapolis, Md., Thursday, Aug. 5, when Lieut. Harold 
HI. Utley, U.S.M.C., was called as a witness. Being ‘n- 
formed of his rights as one constructively on his defense 
against the accusations of Mrs. Sutton, he waived his 
privilege and testified without reservation. He corrob- 
crated previous witnesses in their testimony as to cir- 
cumstances of the fight which led to the death of Sutton. 
The fist fight between Sutton and Adams was stopped by 
his orders, as senior officer present. Then Sutton and 
Ostermann began fighting, and Utley intervened and ‘un- 
twisted” Ostermann from Sutton. Sutton got up and 
was knocked down twice by Ostermann. Then he lay 
on the ground, refusing to get up and fight cr to say 
that he had enongh. Finally he said he had enough of 
fist fighting, but would get a gun and kill them all before 
morning. The fight was cansed by Sutton’s calling Oster- 
mann a bad name and hitting him on the back of the 
head. Utley reached under Sutton’s body to get the re- 
volver he held, when he drew his arm out and fired. He 
had not seen a second revolver during the final struggle. 
He had seen Sutton with two revolvers a short while be- 
fore, He supposed that Sutton either dropped one of 
the revolvers as he was thrown or that someone took it 
away from him. After Sutton had fought with Oster- 
mann and had announced his intention to kill the officers, 
Utley said he followed Sutton to camp. He went to the 
various officers’ tents to see who was absent. In front 
of Sutton’s tent he found Roelker. Sutton was standing 
just inside his own tent, pointing a revolver at Roelker. 
Later Bevan came up. Utley ordered Sutton under ar- 
rest. Sutton refused to obey the order and started toward 
the scene of his fight with Ostermann. Utley and Roei- 
ker followed. ; 

Lieutenant Utley contradicted the testimony of Private 
Kennedy, saying that he had not seen him that night. He 
might have told the sentry who passed when Adams and 
Sutton were about to fight not to say anything about it, 
but that he had spoken to no enlisted man on the subject 
the day after. Kennedy had testified that Sutton asked 
him to hold his coat when he and Adams were preparing 
to fight, but Utley remembered no such occurrence. 

“It was my opinion that he committed suicide,” said 
Lieutenant Utley. 

“How do you define suicide?’ asked Major Leonard. 

“When a man kills himself,’ replied the witness. 

“If he was trying to shoot someone else and shot him- 
self would vou eall that suicide?” asked Major Leonard.

Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., was the guest of 
Governor Fort, of New Jersey at Sea Girt, on Aug. 5, 
and reviewed the troops in camp. He also dined with the 
Governor and attended the reception tendered some 200 
prominent physicians of the state. Governor Fort, after 
his address of welcome, then urged his hearers to 
do what they could to further the interests of the Na- 
tional Guard. He told them they must get away from 
the idea, if they held it, that he could raise an army in a 
minute. An army can be raised easily enough, he said, 
but the raising and equipment of an efficient army are 
not to be accomplished without preparation. He told the 
doctors that the National Guard would be the country’s 
chief dependence in time of war, and the Guard should 
be made up of young men. He favored having all Na- 
tional Guard officers pass an examination before being 
commissioned. Many states had such requirements now, 
he said, and every state should so enact. General Wood 
was accompanied by Col. H. O. S. Heistand and Capt. H. 
Dorey, and was met at the Cedar street, New York, pier 
by Colonels Colgate and Condit, of Governor Fort’s staff, 
and escorted to Atlantic Highlands, where W. C. Hope, 
of the Central Railroad, had a special train waiting. 








The record in shooting made by the 15th U.S. Infantry 
at the Southwestern Rifle and Pistol Competitions at 
Leon Springs, Texas, recently, was an exceptionally 
good one. With the rifle six enlisted men and one offi- 
cer won both gold medals, first silver, and four bronze 
medals. With the pistol, one gold medal, one silver and 
first bronze medal fell to the 15th’s lot—that is, both 
enlisted competitors from the regiment and the officers 
all qualified. This is rather a remarkable performance 
for one regiment, and one of which the 15th is justly 
proud, not to mention the fact that three of these com- 
petitors will now enter the distinguished class—two with 
rifle and one with pistol, making in all thirteen medals 
for the regiment at this competition.

239. In the Cavalry, Field Artillery. and Infantry arms the 
regiment is the administrative unit. The headquarters of the 
regiment are at the station of the permanent regimental com- 
mander; in his absence the command of the regiment devolves 
upon the senior officer on duty with it wherever he may be 
stationed. The regiment is composed of two or more battal- 
ions which, turn, are composed of two or more companies. 
The battalion, in a regiment, is not an administrative unit 
and has no separate records; it is purely a tactcal unit con- 
veniently organized for instructions or maneuver, and partic- 
ularly for combat, either as an integral part of the regiment 
to which it belongs or separated from it. It is appropriately 
commended bv a field officer. normally a major, regularly as- 
signed in orders. In the absence of its regular commander 
the command devolves upon the senior officer of the battalion 
on duty with it, unless a field officer has been assigned as con- 
templated in paragraph 242. Whenever incomovlete battal- 
ions of the same or different regiments are serving together, 
the commanding officer may designate provisional battalions, 
and similarly, in the case of incomplete regiments, he may 
designate provisional reciments. The regulations relating to 
regiments apply to battalions not organized into regiments 
unless otherwise specially provided. 

242. Field officers of the line of the Army are assigned by 
the department or other commander to stations or commands 
where their services are most required, and are there assigned 
to approprate duties by the commanding officer,preferably 
with troops of the units to which they belong. A lieutenant 
colonel may be avpropriately assigned to the command of anv 
part of a regiment Jevger than a battalion, or to the command 
of a battalion in the absence of its major.

3. The horses of retired officers or officers ordered to their 
homes to await retirement, or of officers effecting a vol 'y 
transfer, will not be transported at public expense. 

4. When horses are purchased by officers at points other 
than their station the Quartermaster’s Department will trans- 
port them from points of purchase to the station of the officer, 
provided the cost of shipment from point of purchase to new 
station does not exceed the cost of shipment from the old to 
new station on last change of station, and provided the officer 
has not had his authorized private mounts shipped from his 
old to his new station. 

5. Officers ordered for extended service over the seas or to 
Alaska, if they so desire, may have their authorized mounts 
transported from their old stations to any designated point in 
the United States for safekeeping, and upon their return 
transported to their new stations in the United States.

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NOTES OF GUAM. 
Guam, June 27, 1909. 

Little Guam has been quite lively during the month just 
closing; what with the German cruisers Arcona and Titania, 
the U.S. auxiliary Iris and the U.S. transport Buffalo, not 
to forget the monthly Army transports, the harbor has sel- 
dom lacked a companion for the stationship Concord. This 
means a great deal to the little naval colony in Agana, for, as 
@ natural consequence of a new arrival, a ‘‘baile’’ at the 
palace may be looked for, and, in case of our own national 
vessels, a renewal of acquaintance with old friends or the 
making of new ones among their officers. 

The German ships stopped in en route to Saipan, the Ger- 
man island, a hundred and fifty miles to the northward, to 
which they were deporting a sad-eyed looking lot of Samoan 
chiefs and their families to life exile, as a consequence of a 
recent revolution in German Samoa. Their officers, a delight- 
ful lot of men, all of whom spoke English fluently, were enter- 
tained at a reception and ball at the Governor’s palace, at 
which the entire naval colony was present. 

The Iris, long awaited, came in from Cavite with a cargo 
of stores for the naval station. She left on June 16 for 
San Francisco, via Midway—where she stops to land two 
cable operators from the Guam cable station—and Honolulu, 
where her genial master, Captain Whitten, expects to meet 
his wife and family. Mrs. Schofield, wife of Lieut. Comdr. 
Frank H. Schofield, commander of the Concord, who has thus 
ended her second tour at Guam, took passage with her son 
Perry on the Iris, bearing with her the best wishes of her 
many very warm friends who feel that her loss here will be 
hard to make up. 

The Army transport Sheridan, with the genial and popular 
Captain Babcock in command, stopped over one day en route 
to Manila with the 7th Regiment of Infantry on board, more 
than one thousand passengers in all, Major H.‘E. Davis, 
U.S.M.C., was among her passengers, coming as a relief for 
Major L. H. Moses, who left on the same vessel for home, 
via Manila and Japan. Mrs. Davis, the mother of Major 
Davis, arrived by the following transport, the Logan, the 
crowded state of the transports making it, at times, impossible 
to grant passage to naval officers’ families on the same ship 
with the officers. 

The day being a particularly fine one, a large contingent 
of the 7th made its way up to Agana, where some eighty of 
the officers and the ladies were entertained at luncheon by 
Governor and Mrs. Dorn, an informal dance following. Brig. 
Gen. Ramsay D. Potts, whose brother, Capt. Templin M. Potts, 
U.S.N., preceded the present Governor in command here, and 
Mrs. Potts were among the passengers on the Sheridan. When 
that vessel sailed all at the station felt that they were losing 
a very good friend in her commander, Captain Babcock, 
whose last trip this was to be. * 

The Buffalo came in on June 23 bringing stores to the 
naval station and a draft of petty officers for the Concord. 
Her crew was given liberty, and on two successive days 
several hundred of them, nearly all very young men, whose 
first view of the tropics this was, filled the road between 
Piti and Agana. The novelty of the experience under cocoa- 
nut palms and breadfruit trees, which line the road, was 
plainly shown on their faces and their efforts to get in to the 
‘‘milk of the cocoanut’’ were most amusing. A _ baseball 
game between the Buffalo nine and the marines of the station 
resulted in a victory for the visitors, 1-0. 

The officers of the Buffalo were entertained at dinner at 
the palace, followed by a ball at which all the members of 
the colony were present, the naval station band playing with 
its usual swing, making the dance a most enjoyable one. The 
ship sailed on Sunday, June 27, to meet the Third Squadren 
of the Pacific Fleet at Woosung, whence she proceeds to 
Manila, to return here at the end of July. 

The transport Logan, Captain Hanson, came in yesterday, 
June 26, sailing again for Manila the same day. She carried 
a detachment of the 20th Infantry, under command of Lieut. 
Col. A. C. Ducat, who with a party of officers and ladies 
visited Agana, where they met a cordial reception and were 
the guests at luncheon of the Governor, Capt. E. J. Dorn, 
U.S.N. The genial Major C. R. Krauthoff, Commissary De- 
partment, through whose office at San Francisco we have 
been supplied with our provisions for some time past, was 
among the passengers, his last visit here having been while on 
the City of Sydney on the notable June 10, 1898, when Guam 
b tne ‘*gathered in’’ by the Charleston under Capt. Henry 

ass. 

The public schools of Agana, numbering some 900 pupils, 
held their annual closing exercises’on the plaza on Friday, 
June 25, consisting of recitations and singing, ending with 
the ‘‘Star-Spangled Banner,’’ well sung by the entire col- 
lection of little ones. The progress shown by the scholars 
in English during the past year was most satisfactory and 
reflects great credit on the teachers, several of whom are 
private marines and hospital apprentices, detailed for teach- 
ing, and the others special laborers allowed by the depart- 
ment for that duty, besides quite a number of natives, former 
pupils of the schools. 

The Governor, by authority of the President, has ordered 
a change in the currency, from the Mexican dollar as a basis 
to our own money, which will greatly simplify all financial 
transactions. A change in the tariff has also been recommend- 
ed which, if approved, will be of great benefit to the island, 

There has been a great scarcity of food among the natives, 
due to the unprecedented dry season, causing a failure in 
the rice crops and in the breadfruit, upon which the natives 
depend mainly for their subsistence. Fortunately the com- 
ing of the Iris enabled the Governor to import from Manila 
a large shipment of rice to meet the emergency, which was 
sold at once to the waiting bread line, the Co-operative Stores 
acting as agents for the island government in the sale. The 
rainy season has begun and heavy rains each night are the 
rule, bringing relief to the rancheros, whose crops already 
show improvement. 

Work has begun in earnest on the new water supply sys- 
tem, the appropriation for which was made by Congress, and 
the dam of the Fonte river shows considerable progress. 
Pure drinking water is the great need of Agana and the work 
will be pushed as rapidly as possible.

not furnished by the Quartermaster’s Department. At 
present there is a considerable stock of the old khaki 
in Manila, and it will necessarily have to be issued be- 
fore the men can have the new cloth, which is regarded 
as vastly superior, even to the English or Hong Kong 
khaki. Two years ago Major Gen. Leonard Wood suc- 
ceeded in securing from the War Department a modifica- 
tion of the order in regard to khaki, so that clothing 
for the Philippine Scouts could be made at Manila from 
khaki procured in the local markets. This worked so 
well that a considerable quantity was also made for the 
men of the Regular Army. But an outcry was made in 
the United States against this by khaki contractors, 
who said that the Department was giving Chinese tailors 
and sewing women work to the disadvantage of this 
class of labor at home in the United States, and the 
manufacture of these uniforms in Manila for the Regu- 
lar Army was stopped. Clothing for the Scouts is still 
made in Manila, as the little brown men are so long- 
bodied and queer shaped that American measurements 
make sad work of their uniforms, d i 
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BAD BOYS AND MILITARY TRAINING. 


One of the best contributions to the discussion of the 
value of military training in the public schools we find, 
singularly enough, in the columns of that anti-military 
newspaper, the Springfield (Mass.) Republican, from the 
pen of James E. Merriam, a graduate of the Brooklyn 
Polytechnic Institute, and now a resident of Springfield. 
The Republican has not been a friend of military train- 
ing, yet one of its readers comes forward now with as 
clear a presentation of the advantages of such training in 
schools as we have seen for many a day. The fact that 
Mr. Merriam has been editorial-proof for all the years 
he has been reading the Republican is doubtless due to 
the instruction he received in early life from a West Point 
officer. When he was a pupil in the Brooklyn Institute 
at the opening of the Civil War, an officer was sent down 
from the Military Academy to drill such of the boys as 
would volunteer in marching and the manual of arms. 
To young Merriam this instruction proved “the most 
profitable and enjoyable feature of the whole school,” for 
the boys were taught “that a good soldier should be the 
most honorable of men—instantly obedient to orders; 
civil to others; scornful of trifling hardships; courteous 
to women; brave and fair in combat; honorable in every 
relationship. In a word, we were taught to be gentle- 
men.” 

For many years Mr. Merriam has been a grower 
of fruit and the thefts of boys and their depredations 
in orchards have awakened him to the deplorable preva- 
lence of a lawlessness associated with boyhood, which 
should be the formative period in the character building 
of a man. Recalling the lessons he received from the 
West Point officer, he feels that if similar instruction 
could be given to all boys, their disrespect for authority, 
their wrong ideals, their tendencies to bullying, etc., would 
be corrected, and they would be ushered into manhood’s 
estate with better conceptions of right and wrong. Re- 
garding the fear held by many parents, that mnilitary 
training means the indoctrinating of their sons with a 
warlike spirit and habit of life, Mr. Merriam says: “St. 
Paul himself is our authority for urging a behavior like 
that of the ‘good soldier.’ The law of love as taught by 
Christ is fatally misconstrued, if it excludes the sort 
of manhood which alone makes a noble love possible. 
A strong will enables one to obey the dictates of a great 
love, and the strong will is wanted at every point of life 
—in earning one’s daily bread, in faithful performance 
of every duty. And combat, of one sort or other, is the 
experience to create the strong will. A boy should be 
taught that in some situations to fight—always provided 
he fight honorably—is as much his duty as to love.” 

This assertion that it is as much one’s duty sometimes 
to fight as to love will no doubt cause cold chills to 
strike more than one Springfield citizen, and yet, ten 
chances to one, if such a man should see his older son 
stand by while his little brother was being bullied by a 
larger boy, he would feel a healthy disgust for the big 
brother’s pusillanimity. Mr. Merriam puts in another 
form the question which we addressed a few weeks ago to 
Bishop John W. Hamilton, of the Methodist Church— 
“Is it wrong to defend one’s rights by force?’ What 
is the limit of oppression to which one must submit before 
he uses the powers nature has equipped him with as much 
for his defense as for the purposes of obtaining a liveli- 
hood? ‘To love another is to express in the highest form 
a regard for that one’s rights, but to be willing to fight 
sometimes is an equally high expression of one’s regard 
for one’s own rights. 

Much of the rowdyism, profanity and bullying, so com- 
mon among boys, Mr. Merriam is certain would disappear 
if military training were adopted in the public schools. 
One can get an example of what lack of military training 
is doing for the youth of the country by riding in the 
subway cars of the Broadway line, New York city, on 
Sundays, during the baseball season. Then gangs of 
large boys, returning from games in Van Cortlandt Park, 
terrorize the passengers, defy the train police and often 
necessitate the calling out of the police reserves. They 
seem to have been reared in an atmosphere where obedi- 
ence to authority and respect for the rights of others had 
been treated as only incidental to the main purposes of 
life. These are not boys who had had no religious train- 
ing. On the contrary, they have had plenty of it, perhaps 
too much of it; from the viewpoint of Mr. Merriam, who 
finds that “the Sunday-school teacher has not been mark- 
edly successful in cultivating a true pride, which is a 
fundamental element in character and which is as truly 
religious as the cultivation of negative virtues of peaceful- 
ness and humility.” 

“We want, by all means,’ Mr. Merriam concludes, “to 
inculcate in our boys and young men a spirit of man- 
hood—the identical spirit which Dr. Arnold so nobly fos- 
tered at Rugby, or Robertson so eloquently inculcated 
in his preaching. May the boys’ brigades become, uni- 
versally, an organic element of our popular education. 
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They would greatly promote the cause of health, obedi- 
ence, law, manhood, noble character.” 

The Canadian High Commissioner in London, Lord 
Strathcona, having given $250,000 for the encourage- 
ment of physical and military training in the public 
schools of the Dominion, Consul General John G. Foster, 
of Ottawa, reports that, while the fund as a whole is to 
be administered and moncy grants allotted by the execu- 
tive committee proportionately to the school population 
in the various provinces of the Dominion, the adminis- 
tration of the grant within the several provinces is to 
be made by local committees appointed under the author- 
ity of the central committee. These local committees, 
Lord Strathcona suggests, might be composed of the mili- 
tary officer commanding the district, as chairman, three 
civil members nominated by the minister of education for 
the province, and three military members nominated by 
the minister of militia. He considers physical and mili- 
tary training, including rifle practice, of the highest value 
in developing the moral, physical and intellectual quali- 
ties of children, as well as that valuable quality known 
as patriotism. While he attaches the highest importance 
to the advantages of physical and elementary drill for all 
children of both sexes, being particularly anxious that 
the special value of the military -drill, including rifle 
shooting for boys capable of using rifles, should be con- 
stantly borne in mind, his object is not only to help to 
improve the physical and intellectual capabilities of the 
children by inculcating habits of alertness, orderliness and 
prompt obedience, but also to bring up the boys to patriot- 
ism, and to a realization that the first duty of a free citi- 
zen is to be prepared to defend his country. 


VALUE OF SUMMER MANEUVERS. 


While legitimate doubt as to the value of the physical 
results of summer maneuvers are suggested, it should be 
remembered that there is a certain routine of campaign 
work that can be acquired in the proper way only by 
getting together large bodies of troops and learning to 
co-ordinate the functions of brigades and divisions. It 
will be remembered that the British campaign in the Boer 
war did not really get under way until General Lord 
Kitchener arrived upon the. scene and took under his per- 
sonal dire¢tion the transportation and supplies prob- 
lems. He made it very clear that there is something 
more than the actual fighting that makes a campaign 
successful; that the administration of departments, the 
proper execution of what has come to be known as “paper 
work,” are vital elements in the success of a campaign. 
As soon as a war passes out of the regimental and brigade 
phase, and involves divisions and corps, great importance 
attaches to the bringing together of the different units 
and welding them into an effective machine. In Colonel 
Maude’s latest work on Napoleon at Jena, reviewed in 
the ARMy AND NAvy JouRNAL of July 24, the tremendous 
capacity of the Emperor for the work of detail in issuing 
orders is clearly shown as illustrating his realization of 
the importance of this phase of war. Hours were passed 
almost without sleep in an effort to put the different 
parts of the Army in such touch with each other that they 
could be relied upon to be at a certain place at a certain 
time. Acquaintance with such administrative necessities 
cannot be learned from books. It must be gained from 
experience or is printed on the mind by those flashes 
of intuition which come only to military geniuses. Gen- 
eral Grant was prepared for his great and crowning work 
against Lee by the hard campaigns of his previous career, 
and Sherman’s march to the sea was the fruit of smaller 
operations for months before. 

General Wood and his officers, as well as the officers 
of the National Guard, will receive lessons and instruc- 
tion from these maneuvers, which they could not other- 
wise get, and they misjudge the purpose of these sum- 
mer war games who believe that the sole or the chief pur- 
pose is to harden the militiaman or the Regular. In the 
European maneuvers it is made plain that the chief idea 
is not to add to the endurance of the enlisted men so 
much as to accustom the officers, from the highest to the 
lowest, to handle large masses of men. Only those who 
have held high command in war know how the increase 
of men under an officer’s control tests his ability and 
how quickly the line is passed beyond which an officer 
may be utterly unable to prove an effective commander. 
This limited capacity of the human mind is reflected in 
the frequent remark one hears in war that this or that 
officer makes an excellent brigade commander, though a 
total failure when in charge of a division, or that a 
certain captain is a fine company commander, though 
lacking the qualifications for a colonel. 

Admiral Bazaine, who surrendered Metz in 1870 to 
Prince Frederick Charles of Germany, though he had a 
force of 173,000 men, including three marshals and 6,000 
officers, may have been one of those to whom a great 
Army like his was too much for his abilities. Few other 
generals in history have commanded so large an army, 
and it is not at all unlikely that Bazaine was over- 
whelmed by the very magnitude of his command. It is 
difficult to imagine Napoleon surrendering nearly two 
hundred thousand men, because the Corsican is always 
associated with huge armies which seemed to bring out 
the best in him, but in history there have been few 
men who have been called upon to handle such armies 
as Bonaparte could play with. Perhaps, if that view of 
the unfortunate Bazaine’s possible limitations had been 
brought forward, he would not have been convicted of 
treachery and sentenced to degradation and death by a 
court-martial. It is not likely that Bazaine himself 
understood that his army was too large for him, and he 





perhaps died in the belief that other circumstances were 
responsible for one of the greatest single humiliations 
France has suffered. 

It is to bring officers face to face with conditions in- 
volving the handling of large bodies of men that these 
summer maneuvers are devised, and the beneficial results 
thus far achieved in broadening the minds of those who 
have participated in the preceding ones indicate that a 
promising road has been entered that is destined to lead 
up to better things for the Army and the National Guard. 
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THE NAVY LEAGUE AND SOCIALISM. 


A writer in the New York Sun criticized the Navy 
League for inviting membership that the League might be 
more effective “in combating certain treasonable move- 
ments intended to prevent enlistment, to encourage deser- 
tion, dissension and even mutiny,” and wanted to know 
why the government permitted these treasonable move- 
ments to go on. A sharp reply was made by Henry H. 
Ward, secretary of the Navy League, who called atten- 
tion to a four-page leaflet recently circulated by Socialists 
among the bluejackets of the Atlantic Fleet when they 
were on the coast of California. Two paragraphs of this 
leaflet read as follows: 3 

“Tf your brothers and sisters on shore were out on 
strike and your officers ordered you ashore to murder 
them, would you have the courage to refuse, or, better 
still, to use your guns in defense of your brothers and 
sisters? Or would you ‘charge’ to the slaughter? The 
Russian sailors had the courage to ‘mutiny’ a few years 
ago when their brothers and sisters on land were fight- 
ing for better conditions. The French soldiers had the 
courage to refuse to shoot the striking wine growers last 
year. Are you as brave as the Russians or the French? 
If you were ordered to kill your brothers who were strik- 
ing against their masters, would you be loyal to your 
(master’s) country or to your class? 

“Jack, old boy, if you want some good Socialist books 
and papers to read you can get all you want by calling 
at Socialist headquarters, 189 Albion avenue, San Fran- 
cisco, or 528 Seventeenth street, Oakland.” 

At the time of the visit of the Battleship Fleet to the 
Pacific, Socialists held meetings on the shore, to which 
the men of the Navy were invited, and lookouts and run- 
ners were stationed in the streets to see that bluejackets 
went to the meetings. At these meetings, says Secretary 
Ward, the “talk was of a much more inflammatory and se- 
ditious character than anything which the Socialists have 
so far dared to put in print.” The spirit of anarchistic 
socialism, he says, has been one of the prevailing causes 
of the decadence of the French naval service in recent 
years. Mr. Ward couples anarchy with socialism because, 
he says, anarchists are putting forth “abominable and 
unpatriotic expressions in the name of socialism.” If 
Mr. Ward will read in the ARMy AND Navy JouRNAL 
of March 27, 1909, page 846, our editorial on “Socialism 
in the Army,” in which we warned officers of the Service, 
whether active or retired, against allying themselves as 
Army officers with the Socialistic propaganda, he will find 
extracts from recognized and avowed Socialist papers, in 
which desertion was lauded and mutiny was suggested as 
a means to prevent sailors from being made the tools of 
the “capitalist class.” There was no intimation in those 
papers that exponents of anarchy were preaching their 
doctrines in their columns or that anything but straight 
Socialistic theories were being exploited. 








An official report has reached the Navy Department 
this week narrating the remarkable feat performed by 
Ensign Kenneth Whiting, U.S.N., who'commands the 
submarine Porpoise and is stationed at Cavite, Manila 
Bay. In order to demonstrate a means of escape from a 
svbmarine that becomes disabled and sinks to the bot- 
tom of the sea Ensign Whiting, last April, tried the 
experiment of having himself shut in one of the torpedo 
tubes of the Porpoise while the little submarine lay at 
the bottom of Manila Bay, and then by his orders the 
port at the outer end of the tube was opened and he 
swam to the surface and returned on board. The ex- 
periment was hazardous in the extreme, and under some 
circumstances would have been impossible of successful 
performance. The depth at which the Porpoise lay 
was stated to be about that at which a diver might work 


with reasonable advantage over the pressure of the- 


water. It would not be practicable to escape from a 
submarine at any great depth in case the vessel should 
become disabled. ‘The result of such an effort would be 
that the man who tried it would be forced back into the 
tube by the pressure and pocketed, with a certainty of 
speedy death. Ensign Whiting, probably, even at the 
depth at which he performed his experiment, would not 
have been able, with his own strength, to have made his 
way out against the pressure of the water. 
to the port, and when it was opened by the power of 
the vessel under the control of the second officer with- 
in, he was pulled out of the tube, and when clear of the 
tube he was able to swim upward to the surface. This, 
in his case, he being a fine swimmer, was a comparative- 
ly easy feat. The trial is of value to show how in cer- 
tain cases escape from a disabled submarine is possible. 
It is obvious, however, that a man could get out that 
way only in case the port could be operated by some 
one remaining behind, and the last man inside would 
have small chance for his life.

An order has been issued by the Secretary of the Navy 
that beginning Aug. 1 the rations of naval prisoners 
shall be reduced from the usual thirty cents a day in

commutation to twenty-two cents. This is done to 
make the prospect of confinement somewhat less allur- 
ing to men who decide too easily to take the risks of 
desertion or commit misdemeanors that result in trial 
and sentence to imprisonment. All desserts and a pro- 
portion of meats heretofore issued will be cut out of 
the prison bill of fare, and the sailor man who gets him- 
self into durance vile will be permitted to have pie 
but once in the round year—that will be on Christmas 
day, which must be observed even in prison. Good 
plain food will be given, but only to about two-thirds the 
commutation value formerly allowed. There are at 
this time about 1,100 in the various naval prisons who 
will be affected by this order. This-is 2.2 per cent. of 
the available strength of the Navy and Marine Corps, 
which compares favorably with the usual run of punish- 
ments for misdemeanors in the average American 


municipality—is possibly somewhat below rather than 
above the average.

The Marine Corps has given a new trophy to be com- 
peted for by marksmen of the Marine Corps at Camp 
Perry. The trophy is a handsome solid silver loving cup, 
eighteen inches high and weighing twenty-three pounds. 
On one side is the nude classical figure of a boy throwing 
a stone at a bird: on the other are standing and kneel- 
ing figures of marines firing with the modern rifle, the 
entire design being symbolical of the development of pro- 
jectile weapons. On one side are the words “For marks- 
manship” in gold applied and a gold laurel wreath; on 
the opposite side are the words “Presented for annual 
rifle competition by the officers of the U.S. Marine Corps,” 
the corps’ device, and the motto of the Marine Corps, 
“Semper Fidelis,” all in raised gold. The match will be 
open ‘6 everybody. Any military rifle, any military sight, 
or any ammunition may be used. Two sighting shots 
and twenty shots for record will be fired at both 600 and 
1,000 yards. In addition to the trophy, the winner gets a 
cash prize of ten per cent. of the net entrance fees. 
There are four other prizes of ten per cent. of net en- 
trance fees, and fifty per cent. of the total net entrance 
fees is divided into $10 prizes for the next highest com- 
petitors in order of merit. 





Orders have been issued by the War Department to 
Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., to hold a military 
tournament in Albany in connection with the Hudson- 
Fulton celebration. This tournament will last from the 
4th to the 11th of October. The present intention is to 
send a squadron of the 10th Cavalry, a battalion each of 
the 5th and 24th Infantry, a battery of Field Artillery, 
a company of Engineers, a company of the Signal Corps, 
a company of the Hospital Corps,.a completely equipped 
wagon-train, and, if possible, a pack train. The idea is 
to turn out the troops as smartly as possible and give 
an exhibition of all-around work by each arm, both as 
individuals and organizations. Colonel Black and Cap- 
tain Procter went to Albany this week to make the ar- 
rangements with the Mayor of Albany. One-half of the 
net proceeds will go to the Army Relief Society, and a 
certain amount is to be set aside for the purchase of 
prizes for the troops, ete. 





The Secretary of War has approved the plan to lease 
a field at College Park, Md., for use in teaching officers 
of the Signal Corps of the Army to operate the Wright 
aeroplane. The first class will consist of Lieutenants 
Lahm and Foulois, and Wilbur Wright will be the in- 
structor. Both the Wright brothers are now in Dayton, 
Ohio, resting from their recent labors in demonstrating 
the capabilities of their machine. The payment of $30,- 
000 will not be consummated until the conclusion of 
their task of teaching these officers so that they can 
manage the aeroplane satisfactorily for military pur- 
poses. It is now the expectation that all arrangements 
will be concluded in a few days so that the lessons may 
begin early next week, when Wilbur Wright will return 
from Ohio and superintend the removal of the aero- 
plane to the instruction field. 





Speaker Cannon, just before Congress adjourned on 
Aug. 5, announced the list of committee assignments in 
the House for the next session.

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THE MASSACHUSETTS MANEUVERS. 


Great interest is manifested in the maneuvers planned 
by Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., to be held near 
Boston, Mass., from Aug. 14 to 21, and they will be 
highly instructive and interesting for all concerned, as 
well as on a larger scale than any yet held, some 16,000 
officers and men being in the field. The lessons learned 
should be far reaching, and the movements are designed 
not as a physical test of endurance, but as a reasonable 
lesson in the art of war, without an undue strain on 
the physical power of the citizen soldiers, many of 
whom are not inured to “roughing it.” 

A memorandum covering certain details of the tn:- 
pending maneuvers ‘has been issued by Major General 
Wood to the various organizations to take part. This 
says, in part, that the amount of baggage and other dead 
weight to be carried by officers and enlisted men is re- 
duced to the minimum in order to admit of rapid move- 
ment. The field kit for enlisted men will consist of one 
blanket, poncho, pair of socks, towel, suit of 
underwear, comb, toothbrush, powder, soap, half 
shelter tent, shelter tent pole and five shelter tent pins. 
In addition one mosquito bar will be carried by each 
group of two enlisted men, so that each shelter tent will 
be provided with one mosquito bar. No overcoats vr 
blouses are to be taken, either by officers or men, and 
no dismounted officer will carry a saber. The field kit 
for officers will be the same as prescribed for the men, 
except that each officer will have a shelter tent and one 
mosquito bar. In addition field officers will be allowed 
a bedding roll not to exceed forty pounds, and other 
officers a roll not to exceed thirty pounds in weight. 
The kits and bedding rolls of the officers will be carried 
in the field train. 

Messing arrangements will be made on board the trans- 
ports for officers pertaining to the attacking force; after 
landing, such arrangements will be made in each organ- 
ization as the circumstances may demand. One trans- 
port cook will assist cooks of the organizations in messing 
the troops while at sea. One day’s haversack rations 
will be carried in the haversack and will be used only 
when ordered; rations to cover the period of the journey 
and one meal on shore will be placed on shipboard, for 
issue. The special field ration will be issued for two 
day periods from the established base. 

The Massachusetts troops, which will comprise the 
defending force during the maneuvers, will wear a blue, 
and the attacking force will wear a red band three inches 
wide around the hat, to be supplied by the Quarter- 
master’s Department of the Regular Army. Officers 
of the belligerent forces will wear around the hat the 
hatbands prescribed for enlisted men. 

Umpires will wear a broad white band around the 
hat; orderlies for umpires will wear a broad white band 
around the left arm, above the elbow. Military at- 
tachés, duly accredited military and naval observers 
from foreign countries and from the organized militia, 
and officers of the Regular Army attending the ma- 
neuvers in an official capacity, will wear a broad white 
band on the right arm above the elbow. 

Twenty rounds of blank ammunition, rifle, will be 
earried by each soldier, and ten rounds of revolver 
ammunition will be issued to each person armed with a 
revolver. Thirty rounds, rifie, will be carried in the 
battalion ammunition carts, and fifty rounds will be 
earried for each field piece. 

The headquarters of the Massachusetts troops will be 
indicated by a blue banner; the headquarters of the at- 
tacking force, by a red banner. The national, regimen- 
tal, or battalion colors or standards will not be carried 
in the field. 

Within the theater of operations neither steam nor 
electric railroads will be used for the transportation of 
troops after midnight, Aug. 14 

After midnight, Aug. 13, all telegraph and telephone 
lines will be considered destroyed and both belligerents 
will be restricted to the use of those means of communi- 
eation which actually accompany the respective forces 
at the opening of the campaign or which may be se- 
cured subsequently to replace defective or broken para- 
phernalia. The getting of information by spies, civilians, 
or members of the contending forces not in uniform be- 
yond the lines is absolutely forbidden as being, under the 
circumstances, inconsistent with the conditions of simu- 
lated warfare. These limitations as to the securing of 
information are rendered necessary by the fact that in 
these exercises it is impracticable to interrupt traffic, cut 
the telephone and telegraph lines, or to interfere with 
the freedom of movement or right of travel of the in- 
habitants of occupied territory, as would be the case 
in actual hostilities. 

Defending Boston and endeavoring to stem the in- 
vasion of 9,000 men of the New York, New Jersey, 
Connecticut and District of Columbia National Guards 
will be the 7,000 members of the Massachusetts militia, 
augmented by three troops of the 10th U.S. Cavalry 
from Fort Ethan Allen, Vt. 

Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., Commander- 
in-Chief of the Department of the East, assisted by 
members of his staff and other officers, will act as um- 
pires of the war game. The problem of the defense 
will be engineered by Brig. Gen. William A. Pew, jr., 
of the 2d Brigade, M.V.M. The task of ferreting out 
the channels of successful invasion will be supervised 
by Gen. W. W. Wotherspoon, and will be actually com- 
manded by Major Gen. Tasker F. Bliss, both of the 
Army War College in Washington. 

Under the supposition that the attacking force is 
backed by a strong naval display, the invaders are con- 
ceded the strategical ability to land their forces. They 
will attempt to fight their way through the state, but 
the defenders assembled in Boston on the afternoon of 
Saturday, Aug. 14, will be notified promptly of the place 
or places of disembarkment. Warned of the landing 
the defenders are to maneuver to block the advance, and 
the contact of the two armies will be somewhere near 
Lakeville. 

The defenders will be so arranged as to deploy the 
7,000 troops over a frontage of more than thirty miles. 
This initial line of defense to be moved backward or 
advanced according to the strength of the offense will 
extend from Plymouth, bordering Cape Cod Bay on the 
East, to the town of Mansfield, close to the Massachu- 
setts-Rhode Island boundary on the West. The range 
of the invaders will necessarily be such as to facilitate 
a prompt discovery of any possible “loopholes” and 
ability to concentrate strength at such points. 

The Navy is entirely eliminated from the maneuvers. 
The problem is one of repulsing an attack from the rear 
of coast fortifications, not one of repelling a naval ene- 
my. There will be no forced marches, the movements 
being regulated entirely by conditions. 

The march of both armies will involve some damage 


to property. Fences will have to be torn down, gardens 
will have to be invaded to make way for the broad line 
of soldiers, and the best efforts of the guards will prob- 
ably not entirely quell the element of foraging which 
always accompanies an army’s line of march. Behind 
each of the two bodies will be a special corps of ad- 
justers, who will determine upon the amount of damage 
done and compensate the affected persons for their loss. 
Disputed claims will be adjudicated at the conclusion 
of the maneuvers. 

General Harries and staff, of the District of Columbia 
militia, with 1st Separate Battalion Infantry, Division 
Field Hospital and 1st Infantry band will embark at 
Washington on the transport McClellan Aug. 11. The 
1st Infantry, D.C. (except band), and the 2d Infantry 
will embark on the transport Sumner on the same day. 

The ist Battery, Field Art., two entire detachments, 
with Gatling guns, the Signal Corps Company with two 
Signal Corps wagons, mounted orderlies and details 
with horses, District of Columbia militia, will leave 
Washington by Pennsylvania Railroad at 8 o’clock a.m. 
Aug. 13, for New York city and there embark. 

The New York troops will be transported by regular 
passenger steamer, and not by an Army transport, as 
was at first reported. The 14th Regiment and the 7th 
Regiment, of New York, will go to the scene of action 
aboard the Sound steamer Puritan, while the 1st, 2d and 
3d Batteries and 22d Regiment Engineers, and the pro- 
visional squadron from Squadron A, will be transported 
by the Sound steamer Pilgrim, both of the Fall River 
Line. The two signal companies will also be transported 
by the same line.

In the maneuvers balloons may be used for observing 
stations, and theoretical instruction will be given in the 
handling of dirigibles and aeroplanes by the officers of 
the Signal Corps, field telephones, wireless and various 
means of sending messages will be used. 


CAMP PERRY SHOOTING TOURNAMENT. 


Everything is in readiness for a strenuous three weeks 
of shooting on the range at Camp Perry, O., and the 
finest rifle shooting in the history of the United States 
is promised. ‘The matches of the Ohio National Guard 
will be started on Aug. 9, continuing through Aug. 11. 
On Thursday, Aug. 12, those matches of the Ohio State 
Rifle Association, which are open only to the Ohio 
National Guard, will begin, continuing until Friday eve- 
ning, Aug. 18. Saturday, Aug. 14, the joint matches of 
the Ohio and the Department of the Lakes Rifle Asso- 
ciations will open with the Hale Cup Match. Sunday 
will be a day of rest, but Monday, Aug. 16, comes the 
Catrow Cup Match. Aug. 17 the. Du Pont Tyro Match, 
with $400 prize money divided among the first forty- 
three competitors, will be shot. Aug. 18 will see the 
Herrick Trophy Match, and on Aug. 19 the “Governor’s 
Match.” 

Through this period there will be numerous other 
matches, so the range will be fully occupied at all times. 
One of those which is attracting attention because of its 
unusual character is the Novelty Skirmish Match, in 
which competitors will be started with fifty rounds of 
ammunition and will skirmish from 600 to 200 yards, 
making the usual stops at 600, 500, 400, 350, 300 and 
200 yards. At each firing point the targets will be dis- 
played at unknown intervals of not less than ten seconds 
or more than thirty-five seconds. Each competitor can 
fire as many times as he pleases at each range, but the 
usual commands of commence and cease firing will not be 
given, the appearance and disappearance of the targets 
governing the firing. 

Aug. 20 and 21 will be set aside for practice for the 
National Matches, which begin on the following Monday, 
Aug. 23, and which are expected to be finished by Aug. 
26. They include the National Team Match, the Nation- 
al Individual Match and the National Revolver Match. 
On Friday, Aug. 27, the matches of the National Rifle 
Association wil! begin, to continue until the program is 
concluded. 

The range will be manned by the Ohio National Guard 
until the Regular Army takes hold on Aug. 19, after 
which Lieut. Col. R. K. Evans, U.S.A., will have charge 
until the end of the National Rifle Association matches. 








DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 

A decision of interest to members of the Medical Re- 
serve Corps, U.S.A., has been called out by the appeal of 
1st Lieut. Maurice Buchsbaum, M.R.C., for reimburse- 
ment of amount paid for freight on shipment of household 
effects from Cheyenne, Okla., to Fort D. A. Russell, 
Wyo., in November, 1908. The claimant says that in 
Cheyenne he was 175 miles from a military station and 
thirty from a railroad station, which prevented him from 
obtaining the services of the Q.M. Department, and he 
was obliged to ship goods at his own expense. At no 
time did he receive any instructions regarding the man- 
ner of shipment of his personal effects and this being his 
first service, he was ignorant of Army regulations. The 
shipment charges aggregated $107.54, and this claim was 
rejected by the Anditor. Although by G.O. 183, War 
Dept., 1908, the Regulations were amended authorizing 
the transportation of baggage for officers of the M.R.C., 
there was no regulation or law at the time the claimant 
made his journey providing for the government assuming 
the expense of his baggage transportation, and the Audi- 
tor’s disallowance is affirmed by Assistant Comptroller 
Mitchell. 

The disallowance by the Auditor of the claim of Comdr. 
F. W. Kellogg, U.S.N., for additional pay as aide to 
Rear Admiral Goodrich was made on the grounds that 
the laws governing the details as aide were not repealed 
by the Act of May 13, 1908, that the fact of being a 
member of the staff of a rear admiral is not sufficient to 
entitle an officer to aide pay. and that an officer above the 
rank of lieutenant is not entitled to the additional pay 
provided for an aide. An appeal was taken last Septem- 
ber, but the decision has been held awaiting the ruling 
of the Court of Claims in the case of Rear Admiral Clif- 
ford H. West, U.S.N., retired, vs. the U.S., in which the 
same question was involved. The Court of Claims decid- 
ed adversely to the claimant. In the West case the period 
for which aide’s pay was claimed was before the passage 
of the Act of May 13, 1908, while the claim in the Kel- 
logg case is under the Act of May 13, but that act did not 
repeal the conditions under which by the Act of 1899 
Army aide’s pay became applicable to naval officers, and 


the Assistant Comptroller sustains the disallowance by 
ithe Auditor. 

The decision of the Auditor in disallowing the claim of 
P.A. Surg. R. Roller Richardson, U.S.N., for ten per 
cent. additional pay for sea duty while on leave of. ab- 
sence from the U.S.S. Albany, is sustained by the Assist- 
ant Comptroller, as in accordance with previous rulings 
of that office. 

The Assistant Comptroller decides that the Act of Feb. 
1, 1901, does not authorize pay for leaves not granted and 
affirms the disallowance of the claim for pay for ten days* 
leave of absence not granted, presented by James E. Cook, 
formerly a warrant machinist, U.S.N. 

Although the records of the War Department do not 
show that Q.M Sergt. Karl R. Seidel had ever been ap- 
pointed mess sergeant for Company H, 23d U.S. Inf., 1st 
Lieut. Fay W. Brabson, commanding the company, report- 
ed that Seidel had performed the duties of mess sergeant 
for more than two months in 1908, although no order 
technically assigning him to that duty had been issued, 
and the Assistant Comptroller holds that as the Act of 
May 11, 1908, does not specify in what manner mess ser- 
geants shall be designated or appointed, pay should he 
allowed to Seidel, the disallowance of the Auditor being 
overruled. 





AERONAUTICAL NOTES. 


The aeroplane contract between the Wrights and the 
War Department provided that for every mile over forty 
an hour there should be a bonus of $2,500 up to forty- 
four miles an hour, and as in the ten-mile speed test 
of July 30 an average of 42.583 miles was made, the 
price to be paid the aeroplanists for their machine will 
be $30,000, which represents a bonus of $5,000. The 
contract including a provision for the instruction of two 
Army officers by the Wrights, Lieut. Frank P. Lahm, 
who rode with Orville Wright on the one hour endur- 
ance test, and Lieut. Benjamin D. Foulois, who went 
to Alexandria and back with the aviator on July 30, 
have been selected as the officers who will be instructed. 
The instructions will not be at Fort Myer, but some 
other place around Washington, where there is more 
room. According to the official figures made public by 
the Aeronautical Board of the War Department the 
aeroplane made the five miles from Fort Myer to Shoot- 
ers Hill, in Alexandria, at the rate of 37.785 miles an 
hour. The return trip was made at the rate of 47.481 
miles an hour, so his average was 42.583 miles an hour. 
Had he not been earried slightly out of his course Wright 
would probably have made forty-three miles an hour 
and earned $2,500 more. 

The War Department has announced that no more 
time will be given A. M. Herring, the aeroplane inventor, 
for the delivery of a machine for government trial. Mr. 
Herring was to have brought his machine to Washing- 
ton many months ago, but has not done so. Several 
extensions of time have been granted him, the last of 
which expired July 31. He. informed the government 
that he could not get the machine to Fort Myer before 
Sept. 1. Consequently General Allen, Chief Signal 
Officer, has decided that it is inadvisable to grant the 
inventor more time. 

Roger Sommer at Paris, Aug. 2, flew in a biplane nine 
miles straightaway in twelve minutes. This is a rate 
of forty-five miles an hour. Orville Wright made only 
42.5 at his speed trial the other day in Washington, but 
he kept it up on the average for an hour. 

The British War Secretary Haldane says that Eng- 
land will spend $390,000 the coming year in military 
aeronautical work. 

At the Petewawa military camp, 100 miles west of 
Ottawa, on Aug. 2, the Silver Dart aerodrome made four 
successful flights of about half a mile each, the Ca- 
nadian machine carrying, for the first time, a passenger 
in addition to the operator. There was no wind and the 
aerodrome rose gracefully into the air, attaining a speed 
of over forty miles. On landing the fourth time the 
sun rising over the hills shone in the aviator’s eyes and 
as they were landing the aerodrome struck the knoll a 
little short of the crest, ricochetting and striking again. 
The wings and control were wrecked, but the motor re- 
mained uninjured. 

Answering a supposed ‘‘conservative’ faction in the 
Army which seems to regard the money spent on aero- 
planes as wasted except as it may serve to encourage 
the inventors, and who says, “If it took the Wrights five 
weeks, to find fit weather for a trial, what good would 
it be in actual war?” the Springfield Republican says: 
“This is a very narrow view, for the reason that in war 
the weather is as bad for one side as for the other. If 
storms make airship scouting impossible both sides are 
on even terms; if the wind falls even for an hour the 
side best equipped for flying may gain a decisive ad- 
vantage from a knowledge of how the hostile forces are 
disposed. An airship cruise before Gettysburg or dur- 
ing Chancellorsville would have made a prodigious dif- 
ference in history. It will not be long before the flying 
machine, with « corps of trained aviators, will take part 
in all general maneuvers, not displacing the cavalry, 
but supplementing it. In good weather and over bad 
roads the airship may do in an hour what cavalry could 
not do in a day, just as in stormy weather cavalry can 
“ slowly and toilfully what the airship could not do at 
a ‘if 


THE SIXTY-FIRST CONGRESS. 


FIRST (SPECIAL) SESSION, 

The Tariff bill was signed by the President on Aug. 5 
and Congress immediately adjourned. 

The Philippine Tariff bill, remodeled to provide addi- 
tional revenue for the Philippine government, has also 
become a law. 

The Urgent Deficiency bill carries a War Department 
appropriation of $15,000 for the incidental exnenses of the 
Brownsville court of inquiry, and to this the Senate add- 
ed $1,500 extra compensation to each of the members of 
the board engaged in the Brownsville inquiry. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has submitted to Con- 
gress supplemental estimates of $10,000 for lighting the 
Naval Academy; and of deficiencies in the apptopria- 
tions for Marine Corps, of $50,000 for provisions and 
$5.000 for fuel. 

In opposing the Senate amendments to the Wrgent De- 
ficiency bill, providing $12,000 for automobiles or other 
vehicles, for the use of the Vice-President and the Speak- 
er, Representative Sims, of Tennessee, objected to all 
automobiles for the government departments, and said: 
“Why. Quartermaster’s Department automobiles are so 
thick in the streets of Washington that you have to dodge 
them if you are on the street.” Repreentative Burke ex- 
plained that “there are in actual service only four such 
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automobiles in the War Department in the city of Wash- 
ington. One is attached to the War College, one is used 
by the attending surgeon of the War Department, an- 
other is the automobile ambulance, and the fourth is 
used by the Secretary of War. There are in addition to 
that two automobiles that have been turned in from serv- 
ice in Cuba, which are now in the course of repair and, 
I believe, not in active service.” 

The Philippine free trade provision in the Tariff bill, 
which was considerably elaborated by the Senate, pro- 
vides for the free importation of all articles “the growth 
or product of or manufactured in the Philippine Islands 
from material the growth or product of the Philippine 
Islands or the United States or both, or which do not con- 
tain foreign materials to the value of more than 20 per 
cent, of their total value.” Rice is the only exception to 
the free provisions, but restrictions are placed on sugar 
and tobacco. ‘The free importation of sugar is limited 
to 300,000 tons a year. On wrapper and filler tobacco 
when mixed the annual limitation is 300,000 pounds, on 
filler tobacco 1,000,000 pounds, and on cigars 150,000,000.

REVENUE CUTTER ANNIVERSARY. 

The 119th anniversary of the establishment of the 
United States Revenue Cutter Service was celebrated on 
Aug. 4, and each ship of the Service was in “full dress” 
of flags and bunting. The officers and crews in full uni- 
form were mustered on the main deck, and, in accordance 
with a Department order, the executive officers read a 
brief history of the Revenue Cutter Service, prepared 
by Capt. B. L. Reed. In some instances there were 
athletic contests. The Revenue Cutter Service, as the 


first armed maritime force in the United States, has a 
right to be proud of its history. From the very begin- 
nings of the government its activity has been marked. 
In 1798, in the operations against French privateers and 
French commerce in the West Indies, the vessels of the 
R.C.S. were of great service, and in the War of 1812 
rendered conspicuous and timely aid to the Navy. Coming 
down to our own day, we find in the report of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, for the fiscal year 1907, this re- 
view of the work done in the twelve-month by the R.C.S.: 
Lives saved (actually rescued) from drowning, 41; per- 
sons on board vessels assisted, 2,987; persons in distress 
taken on board and cared for, 78; vessels assisted, 138 ; 
vessels boarded and papers examined, 14,122; vessels 
seized or reported for violation of law, 319: fines and 
penalties incurred by vessels reported, $53,732; value of 
vessels assisted and their cargoes, $9,196,097; derelicts 
and obstructions to navigation removed or destroyed, 17. 
One of the most important duties in connection with the 
safeguarding of shipping devolves upon the Revenue Cut- 
ter Service derelict destroyer Seneca, which is now doing 
a work which in clearing the ocean of dangerous wrecks 
that can never be fully estimated. Now that the ships 
of to-day are built so strong as to defy the fury of the 
elements, the chief dangers to steamships arise from col- 
lision with other ships or with derelicts. Collision with 
ships is being better and better guarded against, but the 
unseen floating hulk may send the finest ship to the bot- 
tom without warning. In ridding the seas of these men- 
acing ghosts of vessels, the Seneca’s work ranks among 
the most important tasks laid anywhere upon a sea patrol. 
At the sinking of the Republic last winter by the Florida. 
off Nantucket, the Seneca did splendid work, making a 
gallant effort to tow the settling liner to the shoals. 

The R.C.S. comprises a fleet of more than fifty ves- 
sels, and new ships are being added yearly. To officer 
and man these ships about 1,400 men are required, and 
in selecting crews for the cutters the recruiting officers 
are careful to take only the best available, and in conse- 
quence the personnel of the Service is unsurpassed. Offi- 
cers are obtained through competitive examinations, and 
cadets are required to spend three years in the school of 
instruction at Arundel Cove, near Baltimore, before re- 
ceiving their commissions as third lieutenants. In this 
time they are trained not only in seamanship, but in in- 
ternational law and other matters that come up almost 
daily in the Service. . 

In his history of the Service, Captain Reed said: “The 
precept of activity and preparedness embodied in the 
original motto of the Service has been followed faith- 
fully ; and the great increase in important work in recent 
years shows that the Service has emulated the example 
of its early history in meeting and overcoming the trials 
and difficulties of coast cruising at all seasons. To these 
good results modern equipment, trained personnel and im- 
proved organization have contributed materially.” At- 
tention was called to the fact that there are now in the 
Service four men who have received the thanks of, and four 
who have been awarded special medals by Congress, and 
one a gold medal. Many have received campaign med- 
als for war service and twenty-seven have received medals 
for life-saving service. “The enactments and medals,” 
said Captain Reed, “have been bestowed on brave men 
for unselfish effort, and in no sense are thev intended to 
compensate them for their own exposure to danger. Con- 
sidering the number of officers and men in the Revenue 
Cutter Service, the award of medals has been large. There 
have been also other special services which have been ap- 
propriately recognized by foreign governments by Congres- 
sional enactments and Department letters.” Concluding, 
Captain Reed said: “We may contemplate the past his- 
tory of the Service with pride and enthusiasm, and we 
should have no doubt as to the future. This occasion 
of yearly observance and the recollection of the history 
we have in common ought to take root deep in our hearts 
and its celebration should strengthen us for the duties 
lying beyond. Let us draw an inspiration from the ex- 
amples of duty well performed, preserve the traditions of 
the Service by high endeavor and achievement, and con- 
tinue to fulfil our allotted obligations ‘with firmness jn 
the right as God gives us to see the right.’” 





THE ATLANTIC FLEET. 


The state of Massachusetts on Aug. 3 made an un- 
successful demand on Rear Admiral Schroeder, of the 
Atlantic Fleet, for David W. Williams, mess attendant 
of the Connecticut, who participated in the boxing bout 
which ended in the death of Harrison H. Foster. State 
Detective Ernest Bradford came to Provincetown armed 
with papers which requested Justice Raymond: A. Hop- 
kins, of the local police court, to issue a warrant for 

Tilliams, which was issued. Bradford at once proceeded 
pad the flagship Connecticut to notify Rear Admiral 
Schroeder of his instructions. Rear Admiral Schroeder 
declined to surrender Williams until he had heard the 
report of the fleet’s investigating board. State Officer 
Bradford, who called upon Rear Admiral Schroeder 
aboard the Connecticut on Aug. 4, was informed that 
Williams had been transferred during the night to the 


Missouri, at Boston, to be detained until the full naval 
investigation should be made. Williams is said to be 
wanted by the authorities of Marietta, Ga., on a charge 
of assault and battery with intent to murder. One year 
ago, it is charged, he attempted the life of Howard 
Northeutt, a young man of Marietta. Williams cut 
Northeutt’s throat. Despatches of Aug. 4 said that a 
telegram had been received at the Navy Department on 
that day stating that the naval court of inquiry found 


- that Foster came to his death from cerebral hemorrhage 


resulting from striking his head on the floor. that death 
was the result of mischance and that ‘“‘no blame attached 
to any one” in connection with the affair. It has been 
decided to deliver Williams to the state authorities. 

Headed by the Hartford, the practice squadron, with 
800 midshipmen from Annapolis, arrived at the navy 
yard, Boston, in the afternoon of July 30. Behind the 
Hartford was the monitor Tonopah, formerly the Arkan- 
sas; then the Olympia, Admiral Dewey’s flagship at 
Manila, wud at the end the cruiser Chicago, flagship of 
Admiral Gherardi, of the famous “White Squadron.” As 
the Hartford neared the yard a salute of thirteen guns 
was fired for the flag of Rear Admiral Swift, and in 
return seven guns were fired saluting Captain Com- 
mander Hines, senior officer of the squadron. Late in 
the afternoon of July 30 the first and second divisions 
of the torpedo flotilla attached to -Rear Admiral 
Schroeder’s squadron came to the yard to coal. 

A thunder squall during the late afternoon of July 31 
caused excitement near the torpedoboat Macdonough. 
Two salesmen were about to board the Macdonough when 
the thunder squall appeared. Their boat was upset and 
both men were precipitated into the water with their 
sample cases, one containing $2,500 worth of jewelry and 
the other being valued at several hundred dollars. Al- 
— the men were rescued by sailors their kits were 
ost. 

The practice work of the Atlantic Fleet was somewhat 
limited on Aug. 2, and for the first time was conducted 
from the flagship Connecticut while she was in the har- 
bor. Early in the day the Kansas, Maine, Idaho, Missis- 
sippi, New Jersey, Nebraska, Virginia, Wisconsin, Ohio 
and New Hampshire steamed out of the harbor, and 
nearly all of them were within sighting distance all day. 
The Connecticut’s men were at work placing mines about 
the harbor. The New Jersey Naval Reserves, aboard 
the Vermont, had a hard day of it in coaling nearly nine 
hundreds tons from the Brutus. The Kansas spent, the 
day in bore sighting guns and the Idaho at torpedo prac- 
tice. “Ping-pong” practice was carried out aboard the 
Connecticut and the big twelve-inch guns were being put 
in readiness for future work. The weather conditions 
were favorable for practice for the submarines, and the 
Tarantula, the Viper, the Octopus and the Cuttlefish 
were put through many new drills. 

There was only a little outside practice by the ships on 
Aug. 3, nearly all lying in the harbor. The Montana, 
New York and North Carolina arrived early in the day. 
The North Carolina and Montana separated from the 
New York twenty miles off Race Point and proceeded 
direct to Boston, while the New York went directly to 
Provincetown. 

The fleet, under the command of Admiral Schroeder, 
left Provincetown Harbor at 4:30 p.m. on Aug. 4 for 
Hampton Roads to take up target practice. The fleet 
made a very imposing spectacle as it steamed away, all 
of the ships being in line except the Maine, which will 
await orders here to proceed to the Portsmouth Navy 
Yard for extensive repairs. All the ships had full head 
of steam on long before the starting time. A correspond- 
ent says the going was welcome to most of the officers 
and sailors, who were tired of the long practice work 
and who desired a change not only in their position, but 
work as well. Many of the officers came on shore the 
night of Aug. 3 to bid good-by. The three submarine 
boats, Viper, Tarpon and Norwhal, were submerged on 
Aug. 4 and proved highly satisfactory. Thev were run 
submerged under a one-mile course and made ten knots 
an hour. The record is ten and a half knots. 


VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Rear Admiral Seaton Schroeder, U.S.N., commanding 
the Atlantic Fleet, has issued a notice to vessel masters 
regarding the area of the gun fire during the coming tar- 
get practice off the entrance to Chesapeake Bay as fol- 
lows: “Target practice will be held by the ships of the 
U.S. Atlantic Fleet off the entrance to Chesapeake Bay 
during the months of August and September of the pres- 
ent year. During the period from Aug. 9 to probably 
Sept. 20 the target rafts will be moored in the positions 
given hereafter, and mariners are cautioned against cross- 
ing that area at night. There will always be one or more 
large vessels at anchor in the area and others often under 
way during the first half of each night. The area within 
which the targets will be anchored is about ten miles 
square, the center being about thirty-four miles southeast 
by east one-half east from Cape Henry light; that is to 
say, the area will include between the parallels of 36 de- 
grees 36 minutes and 36 degrees 46 minutes north and 
the meridians of 75 degrees 15 minutes and 75 degrees 
28 minutes west. It will be observed that this area is 
westward of the direct route north and south between 
Cape Hatteras and the entrance to the Delaware and 
outside of the routes of ships bound in from either the 
north or the south. ‘The firing ground will cover a maxi- 
mum possible area of about twenty miles square in that 
same neighborhood. No firing will be done during the 
presence or approach of any vessel near the lines of fire; 
but when it can be done without inconvenience, shipmas- 
ters are requested to avoid the ground, so as not to inter- 
rupt the practice. Compliance with this request will be 
greatly appreciated by the Commander-in-Chief of the 
U.S. Atlantic Fleet.” 

The United States Civil Service Commission announces 
an examination, Aug. 26-27, to fill a vacancy in the posi- 
tion of assistant (male), at $1,400 per annum, in the 
Naval Observatory, Navy Department, Washington, D.C., 
and vacancies requiring similar qualifications as they may 
eccur. 

The submarines Adder and Moccasin, which left Nor- 
folk, Va.. a few days since for Boston aboard the collier 
Cresar, are to be taken to the Philippines by way of the 
Suez Canal. They were designated for duty on the Asi- 
atic station several months ago and will join the Shark 
and the Porpoise, which were sent to the East more than 
a year ago. 

The presence of the U.S.S. Sylph, Lieut. Roger Wil- 
liams, at Biddeford Pool, Me., July 30, saved the lives 
of a score of persons, Although two members of a moon- 
light excursion party in the powerboat Item were 
drowned, it is believed, when the 29 occupants of the boat 
were thrown into the water by the Item “turning turtle,” 
the crew of the Sylph actually saved 20 persons and so 
aided other rescuers by means of the yacht’s searchlight 





that seven other persons were safely taken out of the 
water. It is believed that jockeying in the boat, started 
by the excursionists to offset the rocking of the boat, may 
have caused the craft to keel over. When the cries for 
help were heard aboard the Sylph, the searchlight was 
turned upon the scene, and Lieutenant Williams ordered 
boats to the rescue, meanwhile keeping the glare of the 
light concentrated upon the struggling excursionists. The 
Sylph’s crew managed to take aboard 20 persons, while 
other powerboats were rushed to the scene and picked up 
eight, one of whom was already dead. The Sylph later 
rescued the three occupants of a canoe which had been 
overturned in the last threshings of the same squall which 
had caused the Item to rock. 


_ The U.S.S. Supply, now at the navy yard, Puget Sound, 
is scheduled to leave that yard about Aug. 5 for Guam, 
via San Francisco, for duty as stationship at that place. 
Upon the arrival of the Supply the Concord, the present 
stationship, will be relieved from that duty and will pro- 
ceed to the navy yard, Puget Sound, for repairs. 

The Peary auxiliary expedition left St. Johns, N.F. 
Aug. 3, for West Greenland in the schooner Jeannie. This 
craft is a 98-ton vessel built thirty-one years ago and 
rebuilt nine years since in Green Bay, N.F., for this ex- 
pedition. She has been equipped with an 80 horsepower 
oil engine, which will propel her five miles an hour. She 
expects to reach her destination in twenty days’ steaming 
and return in about the same time. Her commander is 
Capt. Samuel Bartlett, who has already headed Peary 
pe pen aen government expeditions into the Arctic. 

e Jeannie’s primary purpose is to car 
coal to Etah, West Greenland, Peary’s risadenirtets these 
to land it for the use of his steamship Roosevelt on her 
return South. Peary, in the Roosevelt, went North last 
year to seek the Polé and expected to force her into the 
polar basin and then dash out toward the pole in the 
spring, retreating South afterward, if successful. After 
the Jeannie has completed her work at Etah she will Tre- 
turn to Pond’s Inlet, Baffinland, where she will try to 
obtain a load of Arctic salmon to convey to New York 
for sale, thereby helping pay her expenses for this sea- 
son. She carries three salmon nets and 30 tons of curing 
salt. Her other freight comprises the 50 tons coal for 
Peary, 64 barrels kerosene, 6 barrels gasoline and sundry 
ee She expects to return to St. Johns about

Rear Admiral Schroeder, U.S.N., has been asked by 
the Navy Department to obtain the views of the com- 
manding officers of the ships of the Atlantic Fleet, re- 
snecting what is known as a “free Sunday.” An officer 
in command of one of the ships attached to the Pacific 
Fleet has revived this suggestion, which was under con- 
sideration during the Roosevelt administration. Many 
other things, however, then engaged the attention of the 
head of the Navy Department and the President, and the 
proposition to make Sunday a day of rest and relaxation 
was never pushed to a successful issue, although Mr. 
Roosevelt was heartily in favor of the plan. Most offi- 
cers, it is believed, are heartily in favor of it. 

A somewhat remarkable craft designed and built by 
Rear Admiral John A. Howell, U.S.N.; retired, and his 
son, a New York engineer, has been exciting the interest 
of many visitors at Atlantic City. The craft, construct- 
ed of aluminum and more than 100 feet in length, some- 
what resembles the lines of a fish. It is intended to run 
upon land or water with equal facility, and it is expected 
to attain a speed of sixteen miles an hour on a hard pave- 
ment and do even better in a favorable sea. The Am- 
phibian, as the odd craft is named, has two big wheels 
and one smaller one to support it when it emerges from 
the water. the side wheels having blades which serve as 
paddles when it decides to take a dip. The Amphibian 
was taken down to the beach front near the Royal Palace 
Pier, Aug. 3, and temporarily covered itself with ignominy 
by becoming mired so firmly in the soft sand that its 
motive power failed to budge it an inch. The inventors 
hope it will do better later. r 

The U.S. collier Nero, which ran aground on Brenton’s 
Reef July 1 last, while on her way to Newport, R.I., and 
whose hull was badly pierced by the rocks, was suceess- 
fully floated on the evening of Aug. 2 by the Arbuckle 
compressed air system, and was pulled off the reef. She 
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was towed into Newport harbor, where she will be 
patched up and made ready for towing to the New York 
or Boston Navy Yard for repairs. The compressed air 
system involved the building of steel decks or platforms 
in the compartments so as to afford a surface for the air 
from beneath. In the case of the Nero these decks were 
constructed, for the most part, under water and in cir- 
cumstances of exceptional difficulty. “It was one of the 
largest undertakings ever carried through successfully 
by the platform methods,” said Mr. Wotherspoon, of the 
Arbuckle Company. “After the decks were built into 
holds Nos. 2, 3 and 4, the engine room and the boiler 
room, the air was started into the vessel by the Seabury. 
Thirteen water pumps were also at work from the wreck- 
ing vessel. The Nero’s bottom was badly damaged, and 
in the engine room there was one hole in her hull as 
large as a man’s body. She lifted easily when the up- 
ward pressure was sufficiently great.” The Nero is a ves- 
sel of about 3,000 tons and 350 feet long. The govern- 
ment was represented during the operations by the tugs 
Pontiac and Nina. The Yankee, which is on the bottom 
of Buzzard’s Bay, has still to be raised by the Arbuckle 
system. 

Secretary Meyer has written a letter commending Q.M. 
Tomacio de la Cruz, of the U.S.N.A. Nanshan, for his 
bravery in repeatedly going down into the paint locker of 
that vessel, May 27, when three officers and several of 
the crew had been overcome by poisonous gases and two 
officers and three of the crew lost their lives. Cruz saved 
the lives of Capt. Isaac Carcer and Seaman EB. J. Ilegan, 
and Rear Admiral Harber, in his report to the Depart- 
ment, speaks in the highest terms of Cruz’s courage in go- 
ing again and again into the locker at risk of his life. 
Secretary Meyer says he regrets that he has not the au- 
thority under the law to give Cruz a life-saving medal. 

Secretary Meyer has commended W. J. Kern, ordinary 
seaman, on the U.S.S. Montana, for his gallantry in 
jumping overboard fully dressed and saving his shipmate, 
A. D. Blanchard, ordinary seaman, from drowning. Nu- 
merous witnesses to the affair state that while many 
members of the crew saw Blanchard fall overboard, no 
one moved to rescue him except Kern. 

Comdr. John C. Hoogewerff, commanding the U.S.S. 
Galveston, has sent to the Navy Department an account 
of the bravery of Coxswain G. W. Baldwin, who saved 
the life of a seaman, J. M. Burt, June 19, at Yokohama. 
The ship’s cutter had been sent to tow a capsized yacht 
to the Yokohama club, the lives of those on the yacht hav- 
ing been saved. As the cutter was being hoisted aboard 
the Galveston one of the falls was let go and Burt was 
knocked into the sea and badly injured. Baldwin jumped 
in and held him up until a line was thrown and both men 
were hauled on board. 

The State Department at Washington has received offi- 
cial notification that France will be represented at the 
Hudson-Fulton celebration by three battleshins and that 
a member of the French Institute will also be delegated. 

The U.S. sloop-of-war Portsmouth, Capt. 'Thomas 
McClure Peters commander, trainingship of the New Jer- 
sey Naval Reserves. Division of the East, sailed from 
Hoboken July 31 with a complement of 175 officers and 
men on their annual cruise. The first three days of the 
cruise, which has been reduced this year from the re- 
quired fourteen days to ten, in order to allow the old ship 
and her crew to take part in the Hudson-Fulton celebra- 
tion, will be devoted to target practice in Gardiners Bay, 
on the eastern end of Long Island. The remaining seven 
days will be spent in seamanship practice on the open sea. 

The paint boards at the different navy yards are pre- 
paring to report in the next few months on the results 
obtained with the kinds of paint that have been in use 
of late on battleships and cruisers, and especially of that 
on the hulls of the Battleship Fleet after the cruise 
areund the world. Two kinds of paint have been used 
on the bottoms of various ships in the fleet. and there 
is a lively interest to know what the results have been. 
The final verdict will not be possible until after the ships 
are Gocked in the fall at their different home yards. 

A despatch to the New York Times from Provincetown, 
Mass., Aug. 4, states that it was discovered that three 
of the boilers on the battleship Maine were in such con- 
dition that it was unsafe for her engineer force to remain 
helow. She was withdrawn from the maneuvers and will 
attempt to go to Portsmouth Navy Yard. The discovery 
of the bad condition of the boilers was made early Aug. 
4. The Maine had trouble with her boilers during the 
tour of the Atlantic Fleet around the world and came 
home ahead of the fleet in consequence.

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FLEET G.O. 2, JULY 17, 1909, ATLANTIO FLEET. 

This order publishes the proceedings of the G.C.M. 
in the case of Lieut. Willis G. Mitchell, U.S.N., who was 
tried before a court of which Capt. Samuel P. Comly, U.S.N., 
was president, convened on board the U.S.S. Virginia, on 
July 12, 1909, on the following charges: 

Charge I.—Culpable inefficiency in the performance of duty. 
II.—Through negligence, suffering a vessel of the Navy to 
be run upon a shoal. 

The specifications alleged that Lieutenant Mitchell gave 
incorrect steering directions in night orders, while making 
passage from Boston to Bangor in the U.S.S. Macdonough, 
that he did not come on deck to personally supervise the navi- 
gation of the said ship and did fail to verify or cause to be 
verified the position of the ship relatively to Monhegan Isl- 
and before navigating the dangerous waters to the northeast 
of it, which neglect and failure resulted in the said vessel 
grounding upon the southeast breaker near Metinic Island. 

It was also alleged that he failed to consult, and failed to 
supply the proper charts for the course. 

The accused was found not guilty of the first charge, but 
guilty of the second charge. 

Sentence.—‘‘To lose ten numbers in his grade and to be 
publicly reprimanded by the Commander-in-Chief, United 
States Atlantic Fleet.’’ 

The following recommendation to clemency was signed by 
all the members of the court: 

‘‘In consideration of his ill health and in view of the 
careful preparation he had made for the trip we unanimously 
recommend the said Willis G. Mitchell, lieutenant, U.S. Navy, 
to the clemency of the revising authority.’’ 

Rear Admiral Seaton Schroeder in reviewing the proceedings 
says: ‘‘The proceedings, findings and sentence of the general 
court-martial in the foregoing case of Willis G. Mitchell, 
U.S.N., are approved. 

‘It is observed that the elimination from the second speci- 
fication of the second charge of the words found not proved 
by the court in that specification leaves that phrase of the 
specification incomplete; but the remainder of the specifica- 
tion states clearly the other facts alleged as constituting the 
offenses and found proved. 

‘*The Commander-in-Chief is of opinion that the court was 
not severe in its findings and sentence, and, while sensible 
of the weight properly attachable to a unanimous recommen- 
dation to clemency by such a court does not feel justified in 
exercising such clemency. For an officer commanding a divis- 
ion of vessels to lay a course to pass at night fairly close to a 
shoal from a certain previously estimated position without 
taking measures to verify the correctness of that initial point 
of departure constitutes a negligence beyond the limits of 
proper condonation. It is only a cause for devout thanks 
that it did not result in the loss of many lives and of a valu- 
able vessel. 

‘*These remarks will constitute so much of the sentence 
as relates to a reprimand by the Commander-in-Chief, United 
States Atlantic Fleet. 

*‘Lieut. Willis G. Mitchell, U.S.N., will be released from 
arrest and restored to duty.’’

_ The revenue cutter Tahoma is nearing the end of her trip 
around the world and is about due at Unalaska, Alaska. 
After coaling at that place she will sail for Port Townsend, 
Wash., where she is due to arrive about Aug. 20. . 

The practice cutter Itasca, of the Revenue Cutter Service, 
arrived at Messina, Italy, July 30, all well. The officers 
and cadets had the opportunity while at Valencia to visit the 
Regional Exposition, which was being held there. 

Reports from the revenue cutter Windom show that that 
vessel passed safely through the tropical storm which swept 
Galveston July 21 last. Kedges and heavey hawsers were 
used to safely moor the vessel, steam being maintained during 
the blow. : ‘ 

The cutter Perry has arrived at Unalaska with the seized 
Japanese schooner Tenyu Maru and seventeen men of her 
crew. The trial before the United States Commissioner at 
Unalaska resulted in the master and crew of the schooner 
being held for further trial at the next term.of court to be 
held at Valdez, Alaska. The schooner was Seized for il- 
legal sealing within territorial limits. 

Capt. George M. Daniels, commander of the U.S. revenue cut- 
ter McCulloch, who recently returned to San Francisco from an 
expedition in the Behring Sea on Bogoslof Island to secure geo- 
graphical data, has rendered an interesting report, which says 
in part: “Approaching within half a mile of Bogoslof Island we 
found the water changing from the customary ocean blue to pale 
white. Reefs had formed on the northeast end of the island, 
extending for a quarter of a mile, and thousands of sea lions 
were driven to this point, seeking refuge from the fierce heat 
on the rest of Bogoslof. We found a large lagoon had formed 
between Fire Island and Perry Peak, which now comprise the 
whole of Bogoslof Island. Intense heat, choking smoke and 
dense vapor forced us to retreat from our attempted landing. 
It was a perilous task to essay a landing, and we left the isl- 
and by the last American ship there before the earthquake of 
last June. Now, the island has again changed. The mouth 
of the steaming bay has been joined by a strip of land, forming 
a lake, with a temperature of 240 degrees, from which steam 
issues in great volumes. Jn the lake are several little islands, 
and on one a geyser spouts boiling water. In spite of all this 
the hardy Aleuts of Chernofski imperil their lives to capture the 
ferocious sea lions, which gather on the beach of the island on 
the cooler side.’ Captain Daniels says Mount Makushin, with 
its voleano 5,691 feet high, is said to be subterraneously con- 
nected with Bogoslof, and every time volcanic activity occurs the 
earth’s crust suffers at the lake’s location, where the earth has 
its thinnest covering. The island is now a picture of desola- 
tion, the site of the vanished peaks resembling a battle field on 
which chaos reigns supreme, the huge rocks, the discoloration 
of the sulphur, the jutting ejecta, half buried in the lava dust, 
and the escaping steam giving the appearance of a veritable 
inferno.

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THE NAVAL AOADEMY. 


Annapolis, Md., Aug. 3, 1909. 

It is practically settled that a new order of things will pre- 
vail, and the members of the new fourth class will not go 
on a cruise this summer as usual, The principal reason for 
the abandonment of the plebes’ short cruise is the lack of 
available vessels. The only boats now here that are available 
are the Government tug Standish, which is entirely too small, 
and the monitor Ozark, which is not well fitted for the duty. 
The Severn, usually detailed for this duty, is now the station 
ship at the Naval Academy and cannot be detached for other 
service. 

The new fourth class has a number of athletes who have 
won more or less distinction in their state universities, colleges 
and high schools. The class will hold an athletic meet on 
Aug. 14. Midshipman Gaston Lee Holmes is the strongest 
man in the new fourth class. The annual tests have about 
been completed, and of the 196 members Holmes is the best 
physically. The new system was only inaugurated last year. 
and under it Midshipman Percy W. Northcroft, who was 
captain of the football team last year, made a total of 9,255, 
which broke the Academy record. Holmes’s figure just made 
is 7,725. One of the best men developed so far in the pres- 
ent class is Horace Watts Pillsbury, a fast quarter-miler.

ing houses here. A peculiar provision of the law applicable 
to Annapolis makes liquor dealers who sell to minors or 
others in the prohibited class almost immune, as it is a 
complete defense to show that sales were made by an agent 
against the instructions of the owner. With this provision, it 
has been found almost impossible to secure conviction, though 
sales to midshipmen and others have been proved conclusively. 
An effort will probably be made to amend the law.

The ist Regiment of the Maine National Guard on July 2 
began its annual tour of duty with the Coast Artillery of 
the Regular Army of the Portland district, to continue ten 
days. The 2d Maine Infantry arrived at Augusta, Aug. 2, 
for the annual tour of duty. Cos. K and L, of the 5th U.S. 
Infantry, are encamped with the 2d Maine Regiment for the 
entire tour of duty. Cavt. Franklin D. Sutton, of the 12th 
U.S. Infantry, was detailed by the War Department as in- 
structor for the 2d Regiment. The camp was named Camp 
Fernald, in honor of Governor Fernald. 

The officers and men in the 1st Brigade of Pennsylvania. 
recently returned from their camp at Mount Gretna, passed 
a strenuous week, every minute of the time between the 
sunrise and the sunset gun being occupied with drills and 
maneuvers that sometimes lasted all day, necessitating the 
bivouac of the troops in the field. After the work of the 
day was over, back to camp marched the soldiers, only to go 
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through the ceremony of brigade review in the late afternoon. 
The discipline was excellent. Major Howard A. Davis, judge 
advocate of the brigade, and provost marshal, issued orders 
that no soldiers were to be allowed to stray from the imme- 
diate vicinity of the camp, unless it was absolutely necessary. 
To insure the enforcement of this order the provost guard 
was instructed to search all trains leaving the station at 
Mount Gretna and eject all soldiers without a pass. As a re- 
sult, the camp of the brigade was quiet and businesslike, the 
order and discipline calling forth commendation from the 
citizens of Lebanon county. 

Co. A, 238d N.Y., has unanimously elected 1st Lieut. Clif- 
ford F. Lamont captain, vice Rasmus, elected major. Lieu- 
tenant Lamont enlisted in the company on April 10, 1889, 
and received his first commission as second lieutenant May 3, 
1906. He was promoted first lieutenant in 1908. 

The recent dinner given by the officers of the 23d N.Y., in 
honor of their retiring colonel, William A. Stokes, after more 
than twenty-five years’ service, was a highly successful event. 
There were no guests, those present all being members or ex- 
members of the 23d, and numbering about sixty. But two 
officers of the regiment were absent, both being out of the 
city. There were no set toasts, though many of those pres- 
ent had more or less to say in praise of the good qualities 
of their former commander, whose health was drunk in flow- 
ing bumpers over and over again. Colonel Stokes met with 
one surprise after another. Lieut. Col. George Albert Win- 
gate, A.A.G., on the staff of Major General Roe, and a for- 
mer officer of the 23d, first presented Colonel Stokes, in be- 
half of the Governor, with a brevet commission as brigadier 
general and administered the oath of office. Ool. John N. 
Partridge, a former commanding officer of the regiment, pre- 
sented to Colonel Stokes, in behalf of the state, the gold 
long service medal for twenty-five years’ faithful and meri- 
torious service, after which Capt. John H. Ingraham, the 
regimental adjutant, called upon Colonel Stokes to accept the 
23d Regiment twenty-five year year medal, set with a sparkling 
diamond. Finally Col. Frank H. Norton, the new command- 
ing officer of the 23d, presented him, in behalf of the officers 
of the regiment, with a solitaire diamond ring, as a testi- 
monial of the faithful service rendered by him in behalf of 
his old command for a quarter of a century. 

The ground for the new rifle range at Blauvelt, N.Y., for 
the troops of Greater New York, is now being cleared, and 
this work will probably be finished this week. Bids will then 
be advertised for the erection of emplacements for targets, 
ete. Colonel Thurston will rush the work as fast as possible, 
but there seems little chance that practice may be had 
on the range this year. The law requiring that bids for work 
be advertsed for, delays the progress of the work consder- 
ably, and were it not for this and other red tape, the range 
would have been ready ere this. It seems likely that the 
range at Sea Girt, N.J., may have to be used on some day 
in October next for the annual practice. 

The naval battalion of the District of Columbia is now on 
board the U.S. battleships New Hampshire, Mississippi and 
New Jersey. The men arrived at Provincetown Aug. 3 and 
were transferred at once to the ships. Everybody enjoyed 
the trip on the transport Prairie from Philadelphia. The 
weather was perfect and all hands were well. Reports that 
the naval reserves were exposed to typhoid on the transport 
were incorrect. 

Officers and men of the 10th U.S. Cavalry, which recently 
arrived in New York from the Philippines, are highly apprecia- 
tive of the courtesy of the officers of the 69th N.Y., in allow- 
ing them the use of the armory for a review by Major General 
Wood, U.S.A. After the review, Lieut. Colonel Conley and 
other officers of the 69th entertained the commissioned offi- 
cers of the 10th at a nearby hotel, where a very pleasant 
evening was passed, 

The brevet rank of colonel was conferred upon Lieut. Col. 
William G. Purnell, retired list, Maryland National Guard, 
formerly of the 1st Infantry, for meritorious service, to date 
from July 8, 1909, and the brevet rank of major is conferred 
upon Capt. N. Lee Goldsborough, retired list, formerly of 
the 5th Infantry, for meritorious service, also to date from 
July 8, 1909. 

Adjutant General Foster, of Florida, announces that the 
state rifle competition of 1909 will be held at the rifle range 
at St. Augustine, Fla., Aug. 3 to 5, inclusive, 1909. The 
rules and conditions governing this competition, and the 
selection of a team to represent the state in the national 
matches at Camp Perry, Ohio, will be such as are prescribed 
in the official program for the competition. 


NEW ENGLAND RIFLE ASSOCIATION, 

Ideal weather conditions existed during the New England 
military rifle shooting tournament at Wakefield, Mass., from 
July 26 to 31. All the New England teams ran ahead of their 
last year’s scores, and many of the new ones showed up well. 

One of the interesting features of the week was the pres- 
ence of the U.S. Navy and the U.S. Naval Academy and U.S. 
Marine Corps teams on the field, who have been training on 
the range, and for which a special prize was offered. The 
men of those teams joined in every open match, making it 
doubly interesting. 

In the Army, Navy and Interstate Match the U.S. Navy 
first team was a little too good for the Massachusetts men, 
capturing the first prize, $60, with a score of 3,664 points.

FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST: 


We recently published a brief description of the opera- 
tion of the French dirigible torpedo invented by M. Gabet, 
and whose steering is controlled by Hertzian waves. The 
London Globe says of the new craft: “It resembles a 
small submarine. Over a hull thirty feet in length is a 
sort of deck of cylindrical shape, and above are a couple 
of masts, each provided with an acetylene lamp and con- 
nected by a wire. In the forepart of the huil is space for 
the explosive matter, which may amount to upward of 
900 kilograms. In the second compartment is the appa- 
tatus for the reception of the Hertzian waves, which can 
steer this odd craft for a distance of seven kilometers. 
Behind it are the accumulators, and in the stern is a 200 
horsepower motor, which works a reversible screw. M. 
Gabet explains that the two lamps are attached to the 
tiny masts, in order to enable the operator to ascertain 
from his position on land or in a boat the nature of the 
command received by the craft, as their lights undergo 
eclipses which give him information several seconds be- 
forehand, that such or such a maneuver is about to be 
effected, and this allows him time to intervene and to 
repair any error which may have been committed, or to 
cancel a disturbing wave emanating from a hostile sta- 
tion. Thus everything is provided for, so that the craft 
may advance steadily and surely in the direction of the 
warship which it is to attack. When it touches the war- 
ship with the end of its deck cone it blows up, striking 
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the vessel under the floating line, and under its principal 
armor, but a big breach is made in the warship, too. M. 
Gabet says that it can open a breach of sixty square me- 
ters in the hull of 9 battleship. The inventor admits that 
his craft is a very complicated piece of machinery, and 
that it perishes with an attack. Its cost will amount to 
$15,000 or so, but, as he argues, that is a slight sacrifice 
when it is considered that it can sink a battleship costing 
between one and two million pounds and carrying a crew 
of 800 pees" The official trials are to come off in about 
a month. 


The veteran soldiers of the German army have been 
granted permission by imperial decree to use the military 
rifle ranges throughout Germany for practice, and by this 
means the members of 27,676 veterans’ societies, totaling 
2,402,644 former soldiers, are put in service condition so 
far as firing goes. The veterans, though practicing “for 
the Fatherland,” are to pay 87 cents apiece for the use of 
the range and 62 cents a hundred for cartridges. 


The Austrian army authorities have been testing motor 
lorries, fitted with six-cylinder engines of 100 horsepower, 
for the transport of heavy siege mortars—-the 24-centi- 
meter type. ‘Two such pieces of artillery can be trans- 
ported by a lorry at the rate of nearly ten miles an hour. 
Each vehicle is fitted up with a drum and cable arrange- 
ment for winding where the ground is unsuitable for 
trailing the load. According to reports, the trials hare 
proved highly satisfactory, and the War Office will pro- 
pose that the next Budget include an amount to cover 
the price of several machines of the kind. 


The Duke of Connaught, who recently resigned the in- 
spector-generalship of the Mediterranean forces on the 
ground of ‘‘the ineffective nature of the work and the 
useless expense to the nation involved therein,” has been 
requested by the British Army Council to retire from the 
presidency of the Selection Board. 

In the British Parliament recently the question was 
asked: “How many destroyers are there in the British, 
French, United States and German navies with a trial 
speed of 30 knots or over?’ Mr. McKenna stated the 
numbers were as follows: Great Britain, 67; France, 9: 
United States, nil; Germany, 27 

The number of desertions from the British navy in 
1902 was 1,882, or 21° per 1,000, among men serving 
afloat, and 285, or 35 per 1,000, among marines ashore. 
In 1908 the number of deserfions was 1,660, or 16 per 
1,000, among men serving afloat, and 43, or 6 per 1,000, 
among marines ashore. The principles guiding the Ad- 
miralty and the War Office in regard to courts-martial are 
different. Men of the fleet who desert and are appre- 
hended are, as a general rule, punished summarily by 
their commanding officers. Marines on shore who desert 
are tried under the Army act. 


The horseshoes obtained in the United States in 1907 
for the British army were given a report of “in all re- 
spects satisfactory,” in answer to a recent Parliamentary 
inquiry. 

In England a new automatic rifle has made its appear- 
ance. This is the Farquhar-Hill, worked by the force of 
recoil, and its mechanism appears to be simple and effec- 
tive, while its weight is no more than that of the service 
short rifle. Another novelty has been the “coat tent,” 
which has been designed and brought out by practical soi- 
diers. According to the Army and Navy Gazette, Lon- 
don, “the overcoat can be utilized as a ground sheet, or 
as a section of a tent, or on emergency as a stretcher or 
hammock. It is, however, on the second of these attri- 
butes that most interest centers, and the extreme inge- 
nuity with which the overcoats of four men make an ex- 
cellent tent to hold six or eight must be admitted. Should 
the idea prove a success, many problems in transport 
would be solved. There is no doubt that the tent is sat- 
isfactory: viewed as a coat, it is not quite so certain 
that it will be equally successful.” 

The Italian army maneuvers for 1909 will take place 
in the region between Verona on the east and Piacenza 
and Cremona on the west, between Aug. 24 and Sept. 5, 
the operations being under the direction of General Pollio. 
The plan of the maneuvers will be based on the supposed 
invasion of the country by an enemy who has seized Ve- 
rona and is endeavoring to force his way up the valley 
of the Po. The Popolo Romano states that the opposing 
forces will each consist of a reinforced army corns. The 
invaders (Red) will be under the orders of Gen. Ponza di 
San Martino, commanding the 5th Corps, and the defend- 
ers (Blue) under General the Marquis Incisa di Cam- 
erana. commanding the 7th Corps. The forces engaged 
will include twenty-four infantry battalions, one bat- 
talion of bersaglieri. a cadet battalion, nine regiments of 
cavalry, sixteen field batteries, two horse batteries, two 
companies of engineers and a cyclist battalion, with bal- 
looning and wireless telegraphy services. 

The sketch plan for the French battleships intended to 
be laid down next year, as prepared by the Superior 
Council of the Navy, proposes a main armament of twelve 
12-inch guns, of which six are to be placed in two triple 
turrets forward and abaft, and the others in three double 
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turrets, of which the aftermost would not fire over the 
triple turret. but would have an arc of fire of 70 degrees 
on either side, while the others would be disposed later- 
ally. With this arrangement ten 12-inch guns would fire 
in either broadside, and seven ahead and astern. In addi- 
tion eighteen 5.5-inch guns for anti-torpedo use are pro- 
posed, disposed in three groups, and perhaps some 2.5- 
inch. 

According to the Novoe Vremya, M. Shuravlev, Rus- 
sian naval engineer, recently proposed to the Admiralty 
in St. Petersburg the construction of a submarine cruiser, 
which was to navigate at a speed of 26 knots and to have 
a range of 18,000 miles. The deck was to be armored, 
and the cruiser was to carry 170 mines and 80 Whitehead 
torpedoes. He said that for the money required to build 
the proposed four battleships twenty of his submarine 
cruisers could be built. His ideas do not seem to have 
found acceptance with the Russian authorities, 

Notwithstanding the strong belief of some soldiers that 
economy would be secured by instituting a six-gun battery 
without loss of efficiency, the battery of four guns is to 
be retained in the French army, says the London Army 
and Navy Gazette. The smaller battery was adopted be- 
cause of the greater facility it is held to present for effec- 
tive fire direction and control. At the present time each 
army corps has twenty-three batteries, of which on mobili- 
zation twelve would be attached to the divisions and 
eleven would form corps artillery. When the reorganiza- 
tion is complete, the batteries attached to the corps will 
be increased to twelve and the divisional artillery to 
eighteen batteries. Thus each army corps will have thirty 
batteries instead of twenty-three, and there are likely to 
be six reserve batteries to each corps, exclusive of heavy 
guns. The batteries will be formed in groups of three, and 
ordinarily three groups will go to a regiment. There are 
to be in all sixty-two regiments of horse and field artil- 
lery, two of mountain guns, and in addition five field and 
two garrison groups in Algeria and Tunis. 

The fall of the Clémenceau Cabinet is perhaps the best 
possible solution of the French naval problem that could 
be arrived at, says the London Engineer. “The field has 
been cleared of the irritating question of responsibilities, 
and it may be expected that as soon as the new cabinct 
is formed Parliament will, proceed at once to discuss the 
naval estimates, which amount for 1910 to $68,300,000. 





This is an increase of $1,330,000 upon the estimates for 
the current year. There is an augmentation of $455,400 
upon naval constructions to be devoted principally to the 
rapid termination and equipment of vessels already on 
the stocks or afloat. A number of first-class torpedoboats 
having been withdrawn from service, their total has been 
reduced from 225 to 195, and as it is intended to provide 
each division of four torpedoboats with a destroyer, the 
number of the latter vessels is to be largely increased, and 
during 1910 it is proposed to build ten of about 750 tons 
displacement and a minimum speed of 31 knots. It is not 
intended to ask grants for the construction of big units 
pending the preparation of a shipbuilding program which 
is to become the object of a naval defense act, and Parlia- 
ment will not be asked to vote money until the plans of 
the vessels are complete, as experience has shown that it 
is only possible by such means to carry out a shipbuilding 
program rapidly and at the smallest possible cost.” 

Twenty-six Turkish officers, representing all the 
branches of the Army, most of whom won distinction in 
April and May during the restoration of the constitu- 
tion, arrived at Berlin July 29 to enter the German 
army by permission of Emperor William. They will 
serve one year in the military university and another 
year in the regimental service. 


Speaking before the Vancouver, B.C., Board of Trade ‘ 


cn July 26, the Dominion Minister of Public Works, Mr. 
Pugsley, said: “I look forward to seeing a number of 
first-class vessels of war of purely Canadian origin and 
manned by Canadians stationed on both the Atlantic and 
Pacific seaboards. The question of a Canadian navy and 
drydocks on both the Pacific and Atlantic will be dis- 
cussed when the delegates to the Imperial defense con- 
ference return from England. The outcome of the con- 
ference will be a decision to construct drydocks capable 
of accommodating the largest battleships.” 

Writing of the great wall of China in Harper’s for 
August, W. E. Geil says: ‘““The very conception of a chain 
of thousands of strong block-houses, linked by a rampart, 
and stretching over more than a thousand miles, betokens 
a mind that can conceive great measures. Vast resources 
were needed to execute the idea and to defend the wall 
when once erected. A wall would need an army of 
workmen to erect it, an army of soldiers to defend it. 
A mere wali without men behind it cannot delay an in- 
vader for a day. The wall of China involved a standing 
army. Accordingly, China was the first nation to have a 
standing army, and historians say it numbered 3,080,000 
men. There are signs in the brickwork that the towers 
were designed and finished first before any wall was 
erected. As they had no missiles that could be thrown 
far and swiftly, a solid line of wall became needful at an 
early stage.” 

By the explosion of a 12-pounder on the Japanese bat- 
tleship Asahi, while at battle practice in Ise Bay, 100 
miles from Tokio, on July 25, four Japanese gunners were 
killed and five gunners and two officers wounded. The 
Asahi is one of the oldest ships in the Japanese navy, and 
was built in 1899. She carries, beside four 12-inch and 
fourteen 6-inch guns, twenty of the caliber of the gun 
that exploded. ‘The Asahi and her sister ship, the Shi- 
kishima, participated in the Russo-Japanese war. 

In order to increase membership and interest in the 
British Navy League so as more nearly to approach the 
success of the German Navy League with its 1,000,000 
paying members and an income of $250,000 a year, at an 
extraordinary meeting of the British society last week it 
was decided that the qualification for membership should 
be the payment of one shilling subscription. Colonial 
branches would be entitled to representation on the Grand 
Council, It was decided also to amalgamate the Women’s 
Navy League with the Navy League and to appoint four 
lady members on the executive committee. 

Near Piquette, Sao Paulo, Brazil, there has recently 
been erected a smokeless powder factory, consisting of 
seven modern specially adapted buildings. The water in 
the neighborhood has been found especially suited to the 
manufacture of smokeless powder, and the new factory 
is hailed as rendering Brazil independent of foreign coun- 
tries in this particular supply for her army and navy. 

The general staff school of the Brazilian army, which 
takes in officers up to the rank of captain, has adopted 
a plan of study covering a total of twenty-four months, 
divided into two periods of nine months and one of six 
months, with a service period of three months between 
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each two study periods, service being each time with a 
different arm. The studies in the first period are theo- 
retical and practical work, rides, tactics, military geog- 
raphy and transport; the second, strategy, general staff 
service, drawing, military history; the third, theoretical 
and practical work, occupation of territory and general 
staff rides on military inspection. French and German 
languages are obligatory studies, while English is elective. 

The use of rice meal is no more to be permitted in the 
baking of bread for the French army. Rice is to be issued 
in its natural state, and to be given the troops six times 
in the month. 





CANADIAN CLUB WHISKY. 


Messrs. Hiram Walker & Sons, through their counsel, 
William Robins, Joseph H. Choate and Alfred Lucking, 
have presented a brief in reply to the charge, by the 
straight whisky people, that blended whiskies are inim- 
ical to the Food and Drugs Act. “It is quite true,” we 
are told in this brief, “that the public regard whisky as 
a thing capable of betterment by age; though they have 
been largely mistaken as to the nature of the betterment 
—as, for instance, in the belief that fusel oil was elimi- 
nated. The British Parliamentary Commission of 1890- 
1891 came to the conclusion that there was no increased 
wholesomeness, but simply greater palatability to con- 
sumers of cultivated tastes. It is also true that this bet- 
terment is much less pronounced in neutral spirit whisky 
than in straight whisky, for the simple reason that the 
latter is very foul when new, having, as described by Mr. 
Atherton, one of the foremost of Kentucky distillers, ‘a 
hog-pen smell,’ whereas neutral spirit when new is aptly 
described by the same gentleman as follows: ‘It is called 
“neutral” because there is no bad odor when new.’ Book 
6, p. 483. And he adds that its taste, when new, is very 
much better than that of straight whisky. Book 6, p. 484. 
It would be strange, indeed, to count as a defect the 
lesser degree of improvement which is entirely due to the 
lesser need for improvement.” Speaking of the Canadian 
Club Whisky, which is justly a favorite with our Service, 
as well as elsewhere, the Messrs. Walker say: ‘Our ob- 
ject has always been. to produce a whisky of light but 
rich ‘body, having the least possible amount of fusel oil 
consistent with that purpose. Consequently, we make 
one spirit in which we retain the grain flavors, and in 
this spirit some fusel oil is unavoidably retained. We 
make a second spirit, from which we eliminate practically 
all the fusel oil, in doing which we unavoidably eliminate 
also practically all other flavors. These two spirits are 
then blended in such proportion as to obtain the desired 
first flavor which experience has shown will be so modi-

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PROGRESS. 


Two tunnels were opened the other day connecting the 
little island of Manhattan with the North American main- 
land. These, with two other tunnels lately completed by 
the same management, make it possible for the first time, 
after three hundred years of history, for the people of the 
rest of the United States to reach the country’s greatest 
city without embarking on a boat. For city and nation 
both. this increased ease of access means much in spiritual 
as well as material ways. The city, compact, crowded, 
and circumscribed by water, could expand in only one 
direction—upward, in stories piled on stories of office 
buildings and human homes. On a space of five acres— 
less than an average farmer’s field—on the lower end of 
the island, every week day in the year, in the single 
hour between five and six, half a million people place 
their impedimenta in their pockets and their bags and 
move away to distances of five to fifty miles. It is as if 





the entire city of Baltimore, or Washington, or Kansas 
City, should, in an hour, pack their goods and move 
twenty miles away. This is the congested spot that the 
new tunnels tap. With a dozen other tunnels and bridges 
now building they will transform New York into a 
normal city which can spread out in wide concentric 
circles of lawns and gardens, each family on its own piece 
of ground. The resident of the North American main- 
land is by these tunnels brought nearer to a marvelous 
city. On it any given service of hand or brain, from day 
laborer to banker, is paid for at from two to twenty 
times the compensation that obtains anywhere else in the 
world. To the man with money to buy, New York is a 
bazaar of goodly entertainment more marvelous than was 
ever pictured in the “Arabian Nights.” On any winter 
evening a man with the money and leisure may take his 
choice of more than fifty high-class plays or operatic and 
literary entertainments.—Collier’s for July 31. 





OBEYING ORDERS. 


The first and the last duty of a common soldier is to 
obey orders. Nor is he allowed to put upon his orders a 
construction that might suit cases not anticipated. This, 
however, sometimes leads to amusing results, as in an in- 
stance told by Mr. L. A. Tollemandie in his recent book,
